More money which buys less materials and services is as bad as a 
depression. This we know for sure. 

Then what do we mean by real prosperity? Is it not a situation 
where all our legitimate WANTS are satisfied with the needed 
MATERIALS and SERVICES obtained with a modest expenditure 
of effort? If this is a fact, then prosperity depends upon abundant 
production coupled with efficient distribution and intelligent utiliza- 
tion of the things we all need. 

' Then WHAT is holding up the apple cart? Where is the super 
bottleneck ? 

i To make a long story short, it is the inadequate rate of food 
protein production and distribution. We could produce more if we 
knew how to sell it. This is the single factor that is holding things 
up more than any other in our efforts to gain a better material 
standard of living with less work for all. This is true in the U.S. A. 
and throughout most of the world. It has caused what we call “sur- 
pluses” and “over production” in a protein-hungry world. 

’ WHY this is true and HOW beef men can profit by it is de- 
serving of the most careful study. Its simplicity appears to be the 
thing that has evaded economists, agricultural leaders, and prac- 
tical business men for the past many years. As you read this arti- 
cle many questions may arise which I will be glad to try to an- 
swer if you will send them to the editor of the Aberdeen-Angus 

Journal or directly to me. 

In previous articles we have seen that people are built primarily 
of protein. Look at any of us, minus clothing, and you see nothing 
but protein: skin, hair, and fingernails. The muscles, blood plasma, 
nerve fibers, a large portion of the bone and tooth structure and 
many other parts inside are formed of protein, too. The human 
body is about 15% protein by weight. Without it the human race 
would exist in spirit only. Protein is the most tangible down to 
earth material known to man. 

Protein igs the only chemical so complex and versatile that it 
can form living cells and reproduce them. Perpetuation of the hu- 
man race is dependent upon the reproduction, growth and main- 
tainence of protein tissue, This was the Creator’s plan and you and 
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We All Want Prosperity 


Common Sense in Selling Food Protein is the Key 


I are powerless to change it, but we can do a lot of things to make 
it work a whale of a lot better. 

We are born into a world in which we cannot long survive un- 
fed, naked and shelter less as does a rock. The physical difference 
between us and the rock is due to the nature of our chemistry. We 
cannot change our body chemistry, but we can promote, protect, 
and keep it going for a long and useful life span. The things we 
use directly to keep it going make up what we call our material 
standard of living. 

We naturally and properly all want a better living for ourselves 
and families. Few of us anywhere in the world are so selfish as to 
wish our neighbors less than sufficient of the essentials of life at 
least after our own wants are satisfied with the needed materials 
and services. This brings us to a most important question, “What 
do people WANT?” 

If we travel from one side of the world to the other compiling 
lists of what people truly want, we would be surprised how well a 
list made at Ord, Nebraska, would fit the people in Nome, Alaska, 
or Calcutta, India. It is a fact that customs, climates and religious 
preferences, for example, differ widely, but all areas are similar 
in that they have customs, have a climate and have religious prefer- 
ences. Surface differences are often found to possess basic similari- 
ties and in scientific study we first look for broad similarities and 
second the exceptions. 

A man’s hand might be red, black, white, or yellow but it is 
protein. The same assortment of amino acids that will nourish one 
will nourish all. The chemistry of all our bodies is very similar. 
The race changes came so late in the evolution of man that they 
have had negligible effect upon his body chemistry. People’s wants 
stem from their chemical and spiritual nature. 

We will never know exactly how the first living cells were 
synthesized out of the in animate chemical elements and left to 
live on the surface of the earth. But after they got started the 
majority of them certainly wanted to live and reproduce. This 
WANT, this desire to LIVE and REPRODUCE runs deep in the 
make-up of all living creatures, including civilized man. A few 
suicidals and non-maters creep into the race from time to time but 
the great majority want to live and raise children.

EDITORIAL

A Breed Expansion Program .. . 


We realize everyone engaged in the produc- 
tion of beef cattle at the present time would like 
to see the price of cattle higher. All of us have 
heard the price of registered breeding stock runs 
in "cycles" but as we look back we know the antici- 
pated fluctuation in prices 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle did 
not run true to form, and the 
price break anticipated in 
the registered cattle busi- 
ness did not affect our breed 
as much as others, at least 
this is my own observation so 
far as the Aberdeen-Angus 
business is concerned. 


During recent years our 
breed made some phenomenal 
growth, both in numbers and 
popularity. That there was a 
greater demand for Aberdeen- 
Angus will be apparent if you 
will take the time to check the 
reports of the mill-run of consignment sales held 
by associations over the country. These reports 
will prove we had higher averages consistently 
during the period when the prices were off for 
the beef industry as a whole. Aberdeen-Angus 
consignment sales, with their reports of outsell- 
ing the competition, attracted even greater num- 
bers of proSpective cattle buyers to our sales. 
I am not speaking of the individual auctions held 
by leading breeders of beef cattle, but merely of 
those consignment sales where no exceptionally 
high prices were obtained for individual cattle.

With this increased demand for Aberdeen- 
Angus some of our registered breeders failed to 
follow a rigid culling program. Any animal 
dropped on their farms that could qualify for 
registration was registered, including many that 
should never have been placed back in registered 
herd operations. These were the type cattle we 
often thought could find a place in the beef cat- 
tle expansion program merely because they were 
better than many of the grade cattle in various 
parts of the country. While it is true they were 
better than the so-called "piney woods cows" we 
now realize our breed would have been farther 
ahead if they had gone to market rather than into 
production in any area. 


There is no doubt today but what there are a 
good many inferior breeding cattle within our 
own breed. These animals do nothing constructive 
for the breed and should be weeded out in order 
for the breed to continue to advance as before. 
Our ideas of type and quality are such that these 
inferior animals have no place in registered 
herds=--and believe it or not--you will not find 
any real cattleman, who depends on a commercial 
herd for his living, who is interested in buying 
these "doggy" cattle at any price.

There is no doubt but what we have too many 
inferior breeding cattle in our ranks. Regis- 
tered breeders have no use for them, the commer- 
cial cattlemen don't want them, and our own estab- 
lished ideas of type and quality have been lifted 
ever higher through the years. The selling price 
of the better cattle will always be greater than 
that of the inferior types and we know they are 
easier to keep since they have been bred to 
be good keepers and better producers. 


At any rate the problem of building quality 
into the breeding herds is greater today than ever 
before, and the men and women who desire to get 
ahead in this business must concentrate on this 
higher quality plus proven production in the cat- 
tle they produce to offer to their own customers. 


The registered cattle business has several 
levels. Top level includes the "fountainhead" 
herds and the larger breeding establishments that 
are nationally advertised and some represented 
by show strings at major events. In the next 
levels we have those herds depending on the larger 
breeders for their herd sires and the type fe- 
males to strengthen their breeding herds, usually 
the progeny of outstanding show animals and pro- 
ducers of top selling animals. These smaller 
herds find it advantageous to follow the breed- 
ing programs of the larger herds as they can bet- 
ter advertise their own surplus breeding stock 
when it is closely related to top animals that 
have built a reputation over the years. These 
herds depend on each other, perhaps more than 
anyone may realize at first thought. 


At the present time there is a lot of talk 
about production testing for bulls and guaran- 
teeing sale animals against unseen defects, even 
against certain genetic factors. We know that 
the smaller breeders cannot afford any extensive 
testing program, they must depend on those larger 
herds to sell them seed stock of proper type, 
quality and production, so they can carry on their 
business in the usual manner. 


We need not fear that the leading herds will 
let anyone down, they have the manpower to handle 
a testing program for their bulls and large enough 
numbers of cattle to carry on such programs. A 
large herd, in strong management hands, can ac- 
complish more in a short time than all the little 
herds can over a much longer period. When you

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On highly productive farms where perma- 
nent pasture acreage is small, or non-exist- 
ent, summer handling of a beef herd can be 
a problem. The use of legumes, or legumes 
and grass, in the rotation is usually the an- 
swer. But there is also present the element 
of bloat losses in cattle and the plain 
dollars-and-cents economy of getting the 
greatest return from high-priced land. 

After three years experience Alfred E. 
Kramer of Kossuth county, in northern Iowa, 
believes he has found the answer for his 
Angus herd. This past summer the Kramer 
herd of 90 registered Angus cows, and their

calves, got their “grazing” from less than 
30 acres of brome and alfalfa seeding, In- 
stead of being turned into the pasture the 
pasture was brought to them each day in 
the form of chopped green feed. 

“If you turn cattle into a lush alfalfa and 
brome pasture they will tramp down and 
waste as much feed as they eat,” Mr. 
Kramer explains. “There is also the danger 
of bloating especially when the growth is 
wet. So three years ago I started field 
chopping the feed for the cows, I took a jolt 
after the first week I had tried it but I be- 
lieve it is the answer to the problem of

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handling a cow herd on a limited acreage, 
or doubling the carrying capacity of the 
land you have.” 

The Algona, lowa, farmer has rigged up 
two wagons to follow the field cutter. Ac- 
tually they are portable feed bunks for the 
sides and ends raise up to allow the cows to 
eat out of the wagons when the chopped 
green feed is brought to them. No handling 
of the feed is necessary. The boxes of the 
wagons are about 17 feet long and 7% feet 
wide, with high sides. The two wagons filled 
with chopped feed last the 90 cows 24 hours. 
They get no other feed during the spring 
and summer. 

“When I made up my mind to try bring- 
ing the pasture to the cows there were sev- 
eral things I didn’t know,” Mr. Kramer re- 
calls. “The first week everything went fine. 
Then one morning, because of the pressure 
of other work, I went out at 5:30 and chop- 
ped the day’s feed. It was very wet and I 
hauled it right in to the cattle. Well, about 
10 o’clock I found I had six dead cows. And 
is usually the case they are your best cows 
because they are better eaters and get more 
of the feed. It was then I began wondering 
just how good the system was.” 

Now the chopping for the Kramer Angus 
is done later in the day when the dew is 
gone. Even then the two loads are allowed 
to stand for about an hour to wilt a little. 
If the feed is wet from rain it is allowed to 
stand longer. Since this practice has been 
followed there has been no bloating, even 
on straight alfalfa. 

It takes about an hour to go to the field 
and chop the two loads of feed and bring it 
back to the buildings. With farming as 
mechanized as it is today this job fits easily 
into the schedule, the Iowan finds. 

The Kramer pasture chopping starts in 
mid or late May and continues until late July. 
Then the cows go out into the meadows to 
gather their feed in the time accepted 
method. The Iowa breeder has noticed that 
his cows lose about 100 pounds in weight in 
the process of changing from the hauled 
feed to self-service program. “Apparently 
they walk off this weight finding the feed.” 

Chopped pasture plays a big part in the 
wintering program of the Kramer herd. A 
bunker silo 30 by 68 feet is used for brome 
and alfalfa. Some oats silage is also put up 
—we usually chop some oats if a section of 
a field is especially weedy.” Corn silage is 
also put up for younger cattle. 

In feeding brome and alfalfa silage to 
cows Mr. Kramer was not entirely satisfied 
with results, Hearing of tests with corn

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It was in 1906 that Eileen Lass came to

The New Rosemere Farms 


More than a half century ago the first 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle came to 
Rosemere Farm. Today, 58 years young, 
Rosemere Farm at Maquoketa, Iowa, is 
looking confidently ahead. This pioneer herd 
has had tremendous influence on the breed 
over the years. But the Rosemere of today 
is not coasting on past laurels. The breed- 
ing program in use today, and the results 
being obtained, can mean only many more 
years of better Angus. 

Contrary to the belief in some circles the 
dispersion last spring of the Rosemere unit 
at Los Olivos, California, did not signal the 
end of the pioneer breeding establishment. 
Neither did the dispersion of the Congdon & 
Battles unit 18 years ago. The “home unit” 
at Maquoketa, Iowa, has been in continuous 
operation for the full 58 years. 

It was this writer’s pleasure some weeks 
ago to spend a day with Otto V. Battles 
and his manager-partner at Maquoketa, 
Roland Ehlers. The attractive and practical 
farmstead revived memories of great cattle 
and great sales of other years. This section 
of eastern Iowa has a natural limestone soil 
and the bluegrass and clover pastures rival- 
ed anything in the country. 

But the cattle grazing those pastures, and 
more particularly the young things coming 
on, showed that Rosemere is moving ahead. 
The cow herd at Maquoketa is not large, 
around 50 head, for it is a quality rather 
than a quantity operation, Students of pedi- 
gree can have a private field day going over 
the tabulations of the matrons in the breed- 
ing herd, Without exception their tabula- 
tions are rich in the blood that has made 
Rosemere world famous. 


A quick count showed that there some 20 
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Rosemere Barbara females in the herd, all 
going back to the foundress of this great 
strain, the undefeated show cow, Barbara 
McHenry 13th. More particularly it was her 
great daughter Barbara of Rosemere 18th. 
This is the family that produced Barbara of 
Rosemere 100th, the International champion 
cow of 1933, and the cow that started the 
Barbarosa family. Barbara of Rosemere 33d 
and Barbara of Rosemere 40th, both Inter- 
national junior champions, stem from the 
same foundation, as do Barbara of Rose- 
mere 47th, dam of Bandolier of Anoka 6th, 
Barbara of Rosemere 50th and Barbara of 
Rosemere 64th, both famous show cows. 
Pedigrees of present Rosemere cows still 
show Barbara of Rosemere 64th and Bar- 
bara of Rosemere 40th. 


It is probably fitting that the next most 
prominent family in the Rosemere herd of 
today is that of the Rosemere Eileens, trac- 
ing back to Eileen Lass, dam of Black 
Eileen, the mother of Eileenmere 4th, When 
the farm was visited Mr. Battles had just 
received a letter from T. M. Donohoe quot- 
ing an old newspaper article relating the 
sale of Eileen Lass by M, H. Donohoe (the 
father of the writer of the letter) to Otto 
V. Battles for $2,500. It appears that even 
a half century ago the good ones cost more. 
In today’s buying power of the dollar Eileen 
Lass would be candidate for high selling 
female of the year. 


Other cow families, tracing back to the 
foundation animals, found in today’s Rose- 
mere herd include Rosemere Queen Mothers, 
Rosemere Epponias, Rosemere Irenes, and 
Rosemere Prides, in equal numbers. Black- 
caps, Jilts and Blackbirds are also rep- 
resented. 


blood of Blackeap Barry, Eileenmere 61st 
and Prizemere 32d. 


Another younger bull of promise, and one 
that is being used in the herd, is Barbarian 
of Rosemere 269th. His sire, Oldfields Pride 
Eric 7th, by Ravenswood Pride Eric, left a 
number of good daughters in the herd, as 
well as this son. A smooth, stylish bull with 
a fancy head he is out of a Rosemere Bar- 
bara cow combining the blood of Epponian 
of Rosemere 8th and Eileenmere 61st. Two 
other bulls also have been used—Blackcap- 
mere 302d, combining the blood of Home- 
place Eileenmere 999-35th and out of a 
Rosemere Blackcap daughter of Barbarian 
of Deep View and Eileenmere 1034th, out 
of the champion Eileenmere 500th and out 
of an Estamere daughter of Postelmere 2d. 


In the younger females, as a partial out- 
cross, are five daughters of Eileenmere 
1205th, by Eileenmere 1100th; 4 grand- 
daughters of Eileenmere 487th, 5 grand- 
daughters of Oldfields Pride Eric 7th, and 
5 granddaughters of Eileenmere 500th. But 
the bull which Roland Ehlers credits with 
the greatest help in building the Rosemere 
herd of today is old Barbarian of Deep View 
through his good daughters in the herd, and

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Soil Fertility and Animal Health © 


The next chapter will be “Nutritious Feeds via Soil Fertility and Not Plant Pedigrees.” 
This is moving more into the chemical composition of feeds as the soil fertility deter- 


mines it and is leading toward the major elements which the soil contributes to make 


plant and animal nutrition possible.

Ill. Only Balanced Soil Fertility 
Grows Balanced Rations. 


In studying the causal connection between the health of our 
animals and the fertility of the soil, via the crops the soil grews, 
we are apt to over emphasize the “ash” or the inorganic part of the 
crop coming from only the soil. But even that aspect, of itself, 
emphasizes the close connection. If any of the inorganic fertility 
elements are deficient, or out of balance, so that the plant is not 
truly healthy in any of its many functions promoted by those, then, 
that soil shortage may produce the same condition in the animals 
confined to the deficient soil-plant area. 

But animals must feed on organic substances. They take to 
bulky vegetation, such as grass, hay, etc., and not to salts and 
minerals except as “an act of desperation.” Wildlife becomes 
marauders of crops on fertilized soil out in the open or in the 
absence of “cover.” They search out the soils offering better nutri- 
tion, even at the risk of their lives.

Animals need carbohydrates and fats for body energy; proteins 
for growth, protection and reproduction; inorganic elements as 
parts of their skeleton and parts of the organic feed substances;

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vitamins for help in using these; hormones; antibiotics; and possi- 
bly other highly complex molecular arrangements in organic com- 
pounds not yet established. By this latter fact and the necessity 
for the organic we must connect animals with plants, naturally 
considered organic, rather than with the soil, so regularly consider- 
ed inorganic and of the “mineral” kingdom. 

But many of the organic feed compounds demanded by animals 
are the same as required by plants for their growth, protection, 
reproduction and survival. We give little thought to this fact. We 
emphasize the fact that plants compound their own carboydrates 
from the elements, carbon, hydrogen and oxygen (taken from air 
and water) by means of the enzyme, chlorophyl. This accelerator 
of chemical reactions is itself a combination of both the inorganic 
and the organic. It is composed of an inorganic atom of magnesium 
(soil origin) around which protein-like and vitamin-like compounds 
are arranged. Yet we consider it an organic compound. The plant 
builds carbohydrates first as anatomical structure (a) of roots go- 
ing down into the soil to take the necessary inorganic elements 
from there, and (b) of its branches and leaves going up for car- 
bon dioxide from the air and for sunshine, giving the energy re- 
quired for photosynthesis. Some carbohydrates, e.g. sugars, are the 
starter compounds for their own conversion into proteins. Part of 
the carbohydrate supply is the energy material serving to bring 
that conversion about. This activity is a metabolic performance by 
the life processes within the plant. Protein production is, then, a 
biosynthesis, a synthesis by life itself, and not one brought about 
so directly by the sun’s energy as is photosynthesis. 

But even photosynthesis does not occur except in the presence 
of protein. Plants are thus the compounders of carbon, hydrogen, 
oxygen and nitrogen into carbohydrates and proteins (parts and 
parcel in all life processes) by the help of all the elements which 
the plants take as fertility from the soil. These contributions from 
the soil serve either as construction material, or as tools, in the 
plant’s struggle to get its own proteins and energy in order to 
survive and reproduce its kind. In basic principles, the plant, like 
the animal, is spending its physiological activities in using thirteen 
known essential inorganic elements from the soil as the means of 
converting four from the air and water into the organic matter. 
Then by the fabrication and digestion of that the plant grows, 
makes seed, and keeps the species surviving. Those same essential 
inorganic elements from the soil and via the plant, are then in con- 
trol also of the nutrition, and thereby of the health, of the animals 
fed by the plants. 


The Anatomy of the Ruminant Connects It 
Very Closely With The Soil. 


When we consider the cow, we note that her anatomical appa- 
ratus for digesting and handling bulky feeds connects her rather 
directly with the soil. As a consequence, our responsibility for giv- 
ing her quality feeds is much lightened by her equipment for han- 
dling rather rough bulk. With the paunch ag a converter, or fer- 
menting vat, at the head-end rather than the tail-end of the cow’s 
alimentary canal, the forage she ingests brings with it the soil, 
its microflora, and its fauna, all for preliminary convertive actions 
including both synthetic and digestive in the anaerobic conditions 
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there. By that fact she lets us connect her and her health more 
closely with the soil. She profits by those symbiotic microbial rela- 
tions. That is true, especially when her limited ingestion of urea, 
and its synthesis there to let it serve as partial protein supplement, 
bears the suggestion that its chemical structure, carrying the 
amino nitrogen attached to the carbon, serves so much more effi- 
ciently than does ammonia or other nitrogen forms not so similar 
to the amino acid structure of protein. That she has some advan- 
tages for survival on rough forages, through that special anatom- 
ical equipment and mircrobial partnership of the paunch, is sug- 
gested by the close companionship in which the pig and the chicken 
have always held her among the barnyard family, when they follow 
on her heels so closely to feed on her droppings of dung, but not of 
urine. When the pig and the chicken have their microbial, fermen- 
tive and digestive helps within the alimentary canal at the tail-end 
of it, they are not so closely connected with, nor so directly and 
completely supported by, the soil as the cow is. We may raise, then, 
the question, do they not have more diseases ? 


The distribution of the bison (also a ruminant) of earlier days 
over this country outlined a climatic pattern of health, then, for 
cows according to the soil’s development of its fertility growing the 
herbage as nutrition for them. With that as the basis for guidance, 
the feeding of cattle for their health does not necessarily require 
our being certain that we can prescribe the array of soil fertility 
elements complete enough in list and function to give certain 
specific results for economic management of herds of cattle. It 
would also be a vain presumption to believe that we have obtained 
that much organized knowledge about the soil and its capacity for 
creating healthy livestock. Rather, by studying the soils and the 
feed they grow naturally in the areas where, and by which, the 
bison was healthy in contrast to the fringes and areas beyond his 
concentration where he was extinguished, we can more nearly de- 
tect a few of the inorganic nutrients for possible soil treatments 
that may be limiting the forage quality for the health of our agri- 
cultural ruminant, the cow. 


Even differences in the “ash”, or inorganic, elements coming in 
the forage as cow feed from soils differing in their fertility make 
differences in its nutritional value. That those differences are de- 
tectable at the very first station in the digestive route, namely, the 
paunch, was demonstrated recently. Higher amounts of volatile 
fatty acids resulted from the same ration in the rumen (artificial) 
according as there were added the “ash” of alfalfa grown either 
(a) on the soil types shown by the crop quantity and quality to be 
more fertile or, (b) on the soils more carefully and completely 
fertilized. 


From this prompt response in the early course of digestion to 
differences in the “ash” elements coming from the soil via the for- 
ages, there comes a strong theoretical suggestion that there should 
be corresponding differences in the inorganic elements in the cow’s 
blood stream. If her paunch reflects the differences in soil fertility 
(either as elements or as the compounds created by them in the 
plants) by corresponding differences in the digestive and absorp- 
tive results from the bacterial flora active there, then presumably 
these differences should show themselves as balance or imbalance 
of the inorganic contents, and some organic, of her blood. This 
circulating liquid protein with its adsorption-exchange activities 
for the inorganic elements may tell us at this warm-blood termi- 
nal, or maximum construction of the food in body circuit, what the 
soil’s adsorption-exchange activities contributed to the start of that 
construction or from that earthy point. Have we not neglected the 
possibility of using the chemical array of the inorganic elements 
in the cow-blood’s composition as suggestions for soil fertility treat- 
ments to balance the cow’s physiology when such an approach was 
already found helpfully suggestive in connection with the problem 
of dwarfism? The cow’s equipment suggests that because of her 
anatomical arrangement for digestion, outlining the creative 
biochemical transition from the cold, dead remains of the soil to 
the warm blood of the living cow, we can do much to make soil

Goop EARTH STOCK FARM near New Florence, Missouri, is 
more than just a stock farm .. . for Owner Joe Keshner and fam- 
ily, Good Earth is a way of life. Hard work is the keynote of the 
farm’s success, but energetic living in the great outdoors and the 
enjoyment of nature and good cattle are its rewards. 

Good Earth farm first became a reality for Joe when he pur- 
chased 80 acres of rolling Missouri countryside some 70 miles north- 
west of St. Louis. The land, at the time of its purchase, could hard- 
ly be called “Good Earth” because of its depletion and neglect 
through years of water and wind erosion. Since that time Joe has 
rebuilt this land and added more until today Good Earth Stock 
Farm stands well worthy of its name. 

The Good Earth operation includes 1,200 acres of highly produc- 
tive land being utilized by a brood herd of nearly 400 top quality 
Angus females. The majority of the land is in pasture with some 
corn and small grain being raised. A number of ponds are scattered 
throughout the farm to provide an ever-ready water supply for the 
cow herd as well as to give the farm a chance to retain and soak up 
all the rain water that falls ... a necessary precaution for times of 
drought. 

Newest of the farm buildings at Good Earth is for grain storage. 
Storage and mixing bins are all overhead with gravity feed and 
electric auger power eliminating any hand shoveling. The building 
also provides ample room on the ground level for two bull pens. In 
addition to this building, Good Earth also has a number of large 
barns for feeding and housing cattle as well as the storage and sale 
barn with the Good Earth Angus sign on top, painted in letters 
large enough to see by air a good many miles away. 

The cow herd, which boasts most of the popular families of the 
breed, is handled on a practical basis. Although not pampered, the 
herd gets a daily check-over to see that all is going well and that 
no difficulties develop during the calving process. The brood cows 
are wintered out and with the exception of hay feeding time, at 
centrally located barns, they spend the winter months picking up 
what they can. Wooded areas and scattered timber groves are their 
only shelter from the chill winds. 

When it rains in Missouri, however, summer pastures are ex- 
cellent and this year Good Earth caught a good share of the Rain 
Bird. At the time of our visit several weeks ago, the cows and 
salves were in mellow flesh and looked the part of a real beef 
herd .. . the kind of a herd any man would be proud to own. 

But beef is not all grass and milk it’s quality, bred-in

The man making the silent query realizes, 
of course, that old Bessie’s calf couldn’t go 
in the ring and place in the money with the 
benefit of extra feed, care and grooming. 
The trouble is that he isn’t in a position to 
fit cattle for shows or top sales, Perhaps he 
is a beginner with only a handful of cows 
and little extra capital or know-how. Or he 
may be an older breeder without the facili-

ties or personnel to do the job. Feeding and 
fitting for major competition costs money— 
extra feed and care, housing, and the time 
of a man who can command considerably 
better than common farm wages. 


In John Frenzel’s more than 15 years as 
herdsman with top Angus herds in the east 
an idea took root: Why isn’t there a place 
in the Angus business for a feeding and fit-

Farm For Top Young Cattle 


ting service for breeders who can’t do it for 
themselves? So with the dispersion of the 
Shadow Isle herd more than two years ago 
John Frenzel began looking around for a 
farm of his own. Going into business for 
himself meant turning down the surety of 
some good salaried jobs that were offered. 
But it looked like the time to try out the 
idea. It was something novel and challeng- 
ing. The answer today is Angus Mountain 
Farm near Staunton, Virginia, where more 
than 30 young cattle representing breeders 
of many states, are being developed. 


“T looked at many farms in the east try- 
ing to find one that would do,” John relates. 
“When I saw the place here I knew I had 
found it. We are far enough south to escape 
most of the bad winter weather. Yet the 
elevation is high enough so that the nights 
are cool, even in mid-summer—great for 
growing hair, you know, The land is rolling 
enough to provide good drainage in wet 
weather and the soil fertile enough to grow 
good grass, Besides, these hillside paddocks 
provide fine exercise in developing young 
cattle.” 


The moderate winters make for ideal fat- 
tening conditions, the Angus Mountain own- 
er realized. One of the attractions of the 
farm was an old Virginia bank barn which 
could be converted into a fitting barn with 
little extra outlay. At first all of the down-

stairs was remodeled into pens with clay 
floors. The south side of the barn is open. 
This year part of the upper floor of the 
barn has been re-converted into pens, also 
with dirt floors. Feed storage, rolling and 
mixing equipment occupy the remainder of 
the second floor. Of the 120 acres of land 
comprising Angus Mountain Farm a little 
more than half is fertile bottom land, the 
remainder hill pasture. The bottom land is 
rented—“you can’t farm and fit cattle, too,” 
the owner believes—‘“or at least do a good 
job of either one.” 

Equipment and methods at Angus Moun- 
tain in fitting cattle are not elaborate, The 
old bank barn is cool in summer and free of 
drafts in the winter, Ventilation is good. 
Pens are large and the cattle are not crowd- 
ed at any time. The main thing in fitting 
cattle, John Frenzel believes, is to “keep 
them contented.” The best of feed is pur- 
chased—not “farm run” oats or barley but 
premium quality. This premium feed easily 
pays for itself; it has more feeding value 
to start with and there is less chance of an- 
imals going off feed. The same thing is 
true of the hay fed. It must be of top qual- 
ity, leafy and of good quality. 

Cattle are turned out at night in long hill 
side paddocks about 30 feet wide. There is 
no elaborate board fencing. Electric fence 
is used, It is rather disconcerting to one 
used to heavy bull paddocks to see several 
young active bulls perfectly quiet in adjoin- 
ing paddocks with only the “hot” wires be- 
tween them. There is little fence walking, 
bellowing and dirt pawing, They pay no at- 
tention to the other bulls because they have 
learned there is no percentage in fighting 
an electric fence. 

The cattle are fed 3 times a day. John 
Frenzel believes that this makes more sense 
than two heavy feeds a day. All cattle get 
their grain and concentrate out of pans on 
the ground. “A lot of good cattle have been 
ruined by feeding too high,” he says. “It 
isn’t the natural way for an animal to eat. 
When they eat off the ground their muscling 
over the back, and the iegs is helped, in fact 
their general muscling is improved.” 

Cattle are washed, when they need it, in 
soft water. The rain water from the big 
show barn roof goes into a cistern. Constant 
watch is kept of feet and trimming facili- 
ties are used when the need becomes ap- 
parent. Daily grooming is another must. 
Heads and tails are clipped at regular in- 
tervals. All of this comes under the heading 
of making for a contented animal—as well 
as making for one that looks sharp at all 
times. The long hillside paddocks provide a 
lot of exercise. But more exercise is provid- 
ed with a man on the end of a lead strap.

Traffic Managers’ Association, representing 
railroads, to eliminate reduced rates for 
shipment of exhibition livestock, According 
to an announcement by G, A. Moller, chair- 
man of the Western Trunk Line Committee, 
there will be no change in the rates. 

For many years railroads have given a 
one-half rate to persons or firms shipping 
livestock to fairs, expositions and exhibi- 
tions to assist in promoting improved agri- 
culture. They will continue to do this, states 
Mr. Moller. 


ANGUS ASSOCIATION NAMES 
ITS RESEARCH COMMITTEE 

The American Angus Association has 
selected a committee of college animal hus- 
bandrymen to handle its research program, 
announces Otto G, Nobis, president. The ap- 
pointees to this new committee are: Dr. R. 
H. Nelson, Michigan State University, East 
Lansing; Dr. L. E. Johnson, Iowa State Col- 
lege, Ames; and Prof. G. S. Bratcher, Okla- 
homa A & M College, Stillwater. These men 
are heads of the departments of animal hus- 
bandry at their institutions. 


In announcing the new research commit- 
tee, Mr. Nobis stated that a number of an- 
imal husbandry departments of other land- 


grant colleges have volunteered to cooper- 
ate in the research work of the association. 


The dwarfism pedigree files of the asso- 
ciation will be turned over to the commit- 
tee for further study. If, after careful analy- 
sis of these pedigrees, the study shows there 
is merit for future research on this phase of 
the program, the committee will ask for ad- 
ditional information on a voluntary basis 
from the members of the national registry 
organization. 

The committee will also continue other re- 
search projects directed toward the solution 
of the dwarfism problem in the beef cattle 
industry, and will advise and direct the as- 
sociation program in its participation in 
these studies.

farm was the original home of the Rose- 
mere herd, but the herd was moved in 1909 
to the present Rosemere farm which has 
been its home ever since, And since the dis- 
persal of our California unit it is the focal 
point of our Aberdeen-Angus interests, and 
we certainly do have as much interest as 
ever in Aberdeen-Angus cattle with which 
we have spent so many happy years. 

Since our arrival here, we have visited a 
number of places with which I was familiar 
as a boy. But one of the most interesting 
Was a day spent at the Jackson County Fair. 
It was at this fair that I showed my first 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. My exhibit at that 
time consisted only of the two cows which 
my mother had purchased a few months 
earlier, and these were the cows which ser- 
ved as the foundation of our herd. As they 
were the only Angus in this part of the 
country at that time I had no difficulty in 
winning first and second on them at the 
county fair. At that time there were no An- 
gus cattle within many miles of our farm, 
but how changed is the situation today, they 
can be seen on nearly every farm of this 
lush country of tall corn and fine livestock. 
And at the county fair mentioned, I had the 
unique experience of seeing, in a strong club 
show, Aberdeen-Angus caives win both the 
Grand Championship and the Reserve Cham- 
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Coast than to travel through it leisurely by 
automobile. And down through the years I 
have had the opportunity of seeing nearly 
every part of our wonderful country by this 
method. To be sure, there are some unpleas- 
ant experiences to be encountered in the 
kind of trip we recently completed, There is 
for example, the intense heat of the desert 
areas of southeastern California, Nevada 
and Arizona, if one chooses the shortest 
route as we did. The air-conditioned car, 
which we did not have, would mitigate if 
not altogether eliminate this unpleasantness. 
It can be greatly relieved by timing ones 
traveling to the cooler hours of the day. 

On the western outskirts of the great 
desert stands the famous resort city of Las 
Vegas. Here movie stars and millionaires 
vie with each other in placing the largest 
bets on the gaming tables. 

This colorful-¢ity is known as the city 
that never sleeps, The floor-shows and the 
casinos on the “strip are kept going all 
twenty-four hourstof the day. 

We had not planned on stopping at Las 
Vegas, but when we reached it on our first 
day it was so hot that the plush, new air- 
conditioned Hotel Dunes, where we stopped 
for lunch, was so pleasant that we could not 
resist spending the rest of the day there. 
We left at four o’clock the next morning 


and before the sun was very high we were 
through the hottest part of the desert. From 
there on the trip was pleasant and without 
incident. I will say however that the con- 
gested highways of today and the necessity 
of dodging reckless drivers has taken a lot 
of the pleasure out of motoring. 

After crossing deserts, mountain ranges 
and much semi-desert country, the verdant 
Mid-West burst upon us in all of its pro- 
ductive glory. To be sure, we passed through 
a few dry areas but on the whole the crops 
looked good. And I have never seen the 
corn crop as well advanced or as promising 
of a bumper crop in Eastern Iowa at the 
time of the year this is written which is 
August 12th. 

I often wonder when I return to Eastern 
Iowa, where I grew to manhood, if those 
who reside here really appreciate what a 
beautiful country it is, particularly during 
the growing and harvesting seasons. The 
combination of green hills and rich farm 
lands through which languidly flowing 
streams proclaim it a land of beauty as well 
as one of rich agricultural resources. 

One of the things that always makes us 
reutrn to our old home in the Mid-West is 
the opportunity to see so many of our old 
friends. It is sad however to realize how 
few there are left of those who followed the 
show circuits with me when Angus cattle 
were still young in America. 

One such friend we visited was J. Gar- 
rett Tolan. We stopped at the Tolan home 
farm at Pleasant Plains, Illinois, on a pleas- 
ant summer afternoon on our way home 
from St. Louis, where accompanied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Roland Ehlers we had attended the 
Futurity show. 

In this beautiful Illinois countryside, so 
rich in the lore of Abraham Lincoln, the 
Tolan land-holdings have expanded from 
the average size farm, which I used to visit 
when Garrett was a struggling young breed- 
er. I recalled the Tolan sales I had attend- 
ed before the Eileenmeres became famous 
and all prices were at the bottom. 

In those days it was a question of surviv- 
al, but today due to his unusual success as 
a breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, thou- 
sands of acres of fertile Illinois land have 
been added to the original Tolan farm. 

The Tolan family history is an old one in 
Illinois. Part of the house now occupied by 
Garrett and his wife Marie was built before 
the Civil War. The early Tolans had Abra- 
ham Lincoln for a near neighbor, and Gar- 
rett Tolan’s mother told me one time when 
she was past ninety years old, that when 
she was a little girl, Lincoln on his way past 
their farm to his office in Springfield, used 
to stop and get a drink of water from their 
well and one time he told her what a nice 
little girl he thought she was. I believe this 
well with an old-fashioned pump attached 
to it is still usable. 

One could not visit the Tolan farms, of 
course, Without seeing some great Angus

The twenty-fourth annual North Montana 
State Fair, held at Great Falls August 6 to 
11 continued its growth as attendance con- 
tinued to show increases over a year ago 
and interest in the cattle exhibits also has 
shown marked improvement. 

So far as the Angus show was concerned 
this year, the number of entries was below 
a year earlier, but there was good reason,

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Angus cattle and the deep interest in the 
breed he found amoung the breeders in 
Montana, “This is definitely a good thing 
to see at this stage of Angus development 
in this state, which promises to continue to 
hold its high position among the beef cattle 
producing states of this country”, said Good. 


Entries of females and bulls were nearly 
equally divided in this 24th North Montana 
State Fair and some fairly large classes 
were on hand for judge Don Good to work 
with. 

Grand champion bull of the show was the 
senior champion bull shown by Shady Lane 
Farms of Clear Lake, South Dakota.

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1 HE INCREASE in fat cattle prices which 
got underway in April was in no way halted 
in August. The upsurge in prices continued 
to gather even more momentum, Enough to 
carry fat cattle rates to their highest posi- 
tion in 1956 and set new four-year highs for 
an August period. 

This price advance in fed steers also 
brought about renewed optimism to the 
farmer-feeder as shown in the sudden rise 
in replacement buying, which always re- 
flects some of the sentiment on a higher fat 
cattle market. The favorable price spread 
between current finished cattle prices and 
replacements costs, plus very good prospects 
for a large supply of feed grains in the 
major feeding states aided in stimulating 
buying of feeder cattle, both for immediate 
and early fall delivery. 

Let us turn our attention away for just 
a moment from any of the future aspects of 
the cattle feeding picture and look back at 
some of the sharp turn of events that took 
place during August, a month that will go 
down in the record book as one of the most 
prosperous periods for cattle feeders in 
some years. 

More than anything at all it was mostly 
the old law of supply and demand. The price 
increase in fat cattle which sent the top to 
$31.15, highest since the early part of 1955 
and the highest for an August in four years, 
was due mainly to a shorter supply of long- 
fed steers and continued broad local and 
eastern demand. 

The most important switch was the final 
end of the discrimination against strong- 
weight which has prevailed all 
through 1955 and the forepart of this year. 
This discrimination has now turned to light- 
weight steers. 


steers 


The August advances, which were limited 
mainly to better grade offerings, went fur- 
ther to widen the price range from low 
grade steers to high prime finished steers. 

This price spread has a good possibility 
of holding on through October and even 
possibly November before supplies begin to 
pick up again in the winter months. 

While the practical top for August was 
$31.00, one load brought an outside price of 
$31.15, a gain of $3.55 over the July high of 
$27.60 and $7.65 over the $23.50 price which 
bought prime steers just two short months 
ago. The $31.15 top was the highest for an 
August period since 1953. 

The dropping off of longfed steers stimu- 
lated the buying side in giving a premium 
for fat cattle. Numerous loads of high choice

to prime steers averaging above 1300 Ibs. 
sold at $26.00 and up. Early in the month 
prime 1515-lb. steers brought $26.50, while 
mostly prime 1701-lb. steers brought $24.85 
and some over-fat 1680-lb, mixed steers and 
heifers sold at $20.50, Near the close prime 
1300 to 1500 lbs. and up moved from $29.00 
to $31.00, including some 1592-)b. steers at 
$29 and 1531-lb. offerings at $30.50. 

Angus commercial cattle again outdid 
themselves in August. Out of the thirteen 
full open competitive market days in Chi- 
cago, thirty loads of Blacks sold at the top 
of the market. 

Throughout most of the month, quality 
and finish along with weight played impor- 
tant roles in steers and yearlings as it dis- 
played a definite two-way trend in both 
price and action. Chicago buyers centered a 
good deal of their attention on steers weigh- 
ing over 1100 lbs. and grading high choice 
to prime. The bulk of the offerings moved 
into killer channels at prices that ranged 
from $24.50 to $27.50. However, late in the 


period most steers were clearing from 
$27.00 to $30.00. 

Steers weighing down from 1100 lbs, and 
lacking in quality and finish proved hard to 
move at $24.50 and down. In fact, this sharp 
rise in steer prices resulted in some cattle 
arriving on the live market that had no busi- 
ness being there, These lightweight offerings 
found very narrow outlet and at times were 
carried from one market day to the next. 

The current upturn on fat cattle proved a 
shot in the arm to range producers. The de- 
mand for replacement cattle showed con- 
siderable improvement with stockers and 
feeders selling $1.00 to $1.50 higher, partic- 
ularly en good and choice kinds, The bulk 
of the supply sold from $18.00 to $20.50 with 
scattered loads moving out up to $22.00. 


The buying of stockers and feeders in 
July broke all records for that month and 
exceeded last year by thirty-four per cent. 
This was shown in reports from the nine 
Corn Belt states. During the month farmers 
from the nine states bought 226,489 head as

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The Psychology of Judging Beef Cattle 


Yesterday (September 6) I enjoyed watching Dean Weber of Kansas 
State judge the Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle at the New York State 
Fair. He went at it in a business-like way and with confidence. I’d say he’s 
an “old pro”. 


I like to watch Prof. Herman Purdy of Pennsylvania State judge beef 
cattle. He’s fast, observing, hard to fool; he remembers the animal and not 
the man leading it which shows he’s a real cattle man. 


I used to judge chickens some and here’s the attitude that I found 
worked for me. Perhaps you'll call this arrogance. Anyway, I assumed right 
off the bat that I knew twice as much about chickens as anyone watching 
me. This eliminated the feeling “Am I placing these birds the way the 
crowd thinks they should be?” If two specimens were equal, I’d pick the 
one that looked nearest like the ones already placed over it. It didn’t pay 
me to dilly-dally too long or I’d get “chicken-blind” and make a mistake. 
After placing a class, I’d take a fast look and if they looked O.K., I’d forget 
them and go onto the next. I found that you can get “‘loused-up” if you 
study them too long. You can make any animal look real good or real bad, 
if you look at it long enough. 


I can see where a cattle judge has problems. An animal can often have 
faults that the judge cay see and the crowd can’t see. I liked reasons Judge 
Weber gave after each class at Syracuse yesterday. 


As for us, we didn’t do too well. We had a Senior bull calf that was 
second that looked good from a distance. If his legs were better, he’d been 
hard to beat. We had a Senior Yearling heifer, by our Ankonian 3236, that 
won her class of 8 or 10 heifers, that was a real deep, thick, good-boned 
heifer and plenty of size. 


We have some of the young bulls we were showing, for sale now. Also, 
cows with calves at side and bred and open heifers.

ATLANTA TV PROGRAM PROMOTES

The American Angus Association and 
four far-sighted Angus breeders in Georgia 
cooperated with TV Station WAGA at At- 
lanta during July and August to bring first- 
hand information to Georgia 4-H Clubs on 
the profits and experience to be had through 
the Association’s heifer club plan. 

The basis of this program is the “4-H 
Hour” run each Saturday afternoon by 
WAGA-TV as a public service, The producer 
of the show, Miss Para Lee Brock, visits 4- 
H Clubs in Georgia each week with the 
Georgia extension service and highlights the 
activities of several clubs on each show. 
That the program is a good one is indicated 
by the fact that it has nearly 30,000 viewers 
in Georgia alone, most of them 4-H’ers. 

Angus heifers came into the picture when 
arrangements were worked out with Geor- 
gia Angus breeders and the station to give 


away a heifer each week for five weeks to 
the boy or girl writing the best letter to 
the station entitled “Why I Like the 4-H 
Hour.” 

In return for the heifers, the station gave 
the Association the same advertising time 
as the purchaser of a regular 30-minute 
show would receive. This time, by consent 
of the donors of the heifers, was used to 
tell the 4-H boys and girls and their leaders 
about the heifer club plan. It was done both 
by spoken commercials and live spots de- 
signed to catch the interest of the rural 
youth audiences. 

The breeders donating the Angus heifers 
were: Fred Wilson, Duluth, who gave two 
calves; Lorraine Farms, Inc., Macon; Fra- 
Mar Farms, Thomaston; and Millarden 
Farms, Woodbury. 

The calves will be kept by the winners un- 
til they have produced their first offspring. 
If the calf produced is a heifer, winners are 
required to donate it to their club to be 
placed with another 4-H’er. The Association

Tunes are looking better and figure to 
keep on improving, say the top officials here 
at USDA, They give you figures to back up 
their view, such as- 

Higher prices for ranchers and farmers in 
the second half of this year... 

Soil bank payments this fall of about $250 
million to more than one-half million oper- 
ators... 

Wool payments of about $50 million to 
sheepmen ... 

It will all add up to a “slightly larger 
net income than the low figure of 1955,” 
USDA economists forecast. A few months 
ago they were predicting another decline 
this year. 

Such expectations make better campaign 
material for the GOP than they had expect- 
ed to have. Another consequence is a heavy 
speaking schedule for Agriculture Secretary 
Benson. 

As he says, he has 
uled” for this fall. 

But your top hands at USDA are trying 
hard to keep their enthusiasm about farm 
gains under control. The upturn, after all, 
has occurred following four years of steady 
decline. Or, as Democratic campaigners are 
putting it to producers, “You’ve never had 
it so good since you had it so bad.”

Nonetheless the Secretary and his aides 
are understandably pleased. Commenting on 
the latest figures, Under Secretary True D. 
Morse does not express his pleasure direct- 
ly, but says, “Farmers are gratified that the 
downward drift of farm income is being 
checked.” 

To Democratic charges that the Adminis- 
tration has caused “heartbreak” in rural 
areas, Secretary Benson answers that the 
Democrats themselves are heartbroken be- 
cause surpluses are on the run and farm 
prices are about the level of a year ago. 


Cattle outlook is not arousing hip-hurrahs 
across the land, but the situation is rosier 
than awhile back. In early August USDA 
Wag ready to buy beef to firm up markets. 
The purchase program was shelved when 
prices took a sudden turn for the better. 

Meantime, USDA officials promised, they 
would keep a close watch on the situation 
and be ready to buy in case there was a 
turn for the worse, Latest forecasts of offi- 
cial trend-watchers might be described as 
mildly favorable.

“A drop in meat production this fall from 
a year earlier will end a 5-year, 25% ex- 
pansion,” says the department. “Pork will 
account for most of the decline . . . More 
cattle will be slaughtered but weights will 
average lighter and about the same beef 
output is in prospect.” 


USDA looks for better prices for fed cat- 
tle this fall than last. Grass cattle prices 
will decline seasonally, but “gradually catch 
up with last year.” 


Well, sir, you have a choice between two 
stockmen for President in the next 4 years. 
In Ike’s case, there is the farm at Gettys- 
burg, Pa., where Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
feature the landscape. Adlai Stevenson also 
has a farm, at Libertyville, Ill., where he 
raises a few sheep. At present there are 
about 40 head of Suffolk sheep grazing the 
Stevenson acres. The Democratic candidate 
also raises timothy hay for sale to his 
neighbors. 


Farm real estate taxes are still going up, 
USDA reports. The official survey shows a 
6.8% rise in 1955 in state and local taxes, 
payable this year in most cases. 

Levies per-acre averaged 87¢ in ’55 com- 
pared with 82¢ in 1954, Taxes went up in all 
states except Iowa, Mississippi, and Arizona. 
The changes were from an increase of more 
than 21% in Michigan to a decrease of 


slightly less than 14%% in Iowa. 


Main reason for increases is the “need for 
additional schools and other public facilities 
to accommodate a growing population,” the 
department says. 


Farm planks of both parties are long and 
full of excess verbiage, but this fact stands 
out: They are much alike, except for price 
support policy. 

The GOP sticks with flexible price floors 
“as in the Agricultural Act of 1954 that 
protect farmers, rather than price their 
products out of the market.” The Republi- 
cans pledge to continue commodity loans 
and marketing agreement programs, and 
“to make every effort to develop a more 
accurate measurement of farm parity. . .” 


As in the past, the GOP says its objective 


is 100% of parity for farmers, but that this 
must be achieved in the market place, rather 
than by government guarantees. 

The Democrats flatly guarantee a return 
to 90% of parity props for basic crops, In 
addition “practical measures” would be de- 
veloped to support feed grains, other non- 
basic storables, and perishables “such as 
meat, poultry, dairy products, and the like.” 

The Democrats don’t quite promise 100% 
of parity for farmers through government 
action, but indicate they would move in that 
direction. They would take “appropriate ac- 
tion,” the plank reads, “to endeavor to re- 
gain full 100 per cent of parity ... by 
means of commodity loans, direct purchases, 
direct payments to producers, marketing 
agreements and orders, production adjust- 
ments or a combination of these .. .” 

Farm planks of both parties pledge fur- 
ther action to reduce surpluses; more help 
for family farmers; expanded electrification 
and telephone service; greater efforts to 
conserve soil and water resources, and bet- 
ter credit facilities.

Remember those deadline dates to sign 
up in the soil bank conservation reserve 
(the part of the bank that calls for putting 
cropland to conservation uses). Last date 
to enter this year’s program is October 15. 
It is next March 15 to go into the 1957 con- 
servation reserve. 

Little land is expected to be put into the 
reserve under this year’s program, because 
it must have been idle to qualify. That 
means that it may not have been cropped, 
grazed, or hay cut from it. 

Conservation reserve payments will in- 
clude: (1) “rental” on land set aside at the 
rate of $10 per acre, per year, national 
average; (2) up to 80% of a farmer’s costs 
in converting land to conservation uses “in 
case of contracts covering a period of at 
least 5 years.” 

Contracts will run from 3 to 15 years. 
Land may be put to grass, trees, or water 
storage. Practices will be similar to those 
under the Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram (ACP), says USDA, and may include 
construction of dams, pits or ponds for live- 
stock or irrigation water. 

Since one purpose of the program is to 
cut production, officials point out, grazing 
won’t be allowed except in emergencies, nor 
may crops be harvested from conservation 
reserve acres.

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many of the cattle in western and central Kansas to go early so we 
did not have a feeder sale in western Kansas this year. There 
have been many herds liquidated in the western two-thirds of the 
state which has cut down on the number of available calves also. 
Sales scheduled this fall and dates are: October 2 at Cedarvale; 
October 3 at Salina; October 4 at Larned; October 23 at Kiowa 
and a date to be set later for one to be held at Osborne. These 
sales are becoming more popular, and we get more of our good 


calves consigned to them each year. 


Also, October is the month for several registered Angus sales. 
Thus far we have scheduled the October 12 production sale of 
E. J. Gutschenritter from Garden Plain with the sale to be held 
at Hutchinson. The Franklin County Association is having their 
annual sale at Ottawa on October 18 and the Heart of Kansas As- 
sociation is having a cow and calf sale at Russell on October 29. 
Then, of course, our annual state show and sale is scheduled for 
November 8 at the State Fair Grounds in Hutchinson. 


And speaking of this state sale, it is always a grueling job for 
the committee to go around to see all of these cattle that are con- 
signed and select those of the best quality. The committee usually 
looks back on the trip with a lot of enjoyment, however, as they 
do get to see a lot of herds in a short time. The cattle selected for 
this year’s sale are a great group with some good families repre- 
sented and a lot of really top individuals. It should be a great 
show that will be held the morning before the sale on November 
8. As usual the Kansas Angus Association will have their annual 
meeting the evening before the sale. 


I was just about to declare August as the “Air Conditioning” 
month and urge everyone to stay as close to them as possible, but 
just about the time that I thought my thermometer was broken and 
couldn’t go below 100° in the daytime, here came some nice cool 
north air and consequently we have been enjoying 68-72° daytime 
weather the past three days and it has stretched the life of some 
of our feed crops. Kansas is quite variable in its moisture con- 
ditions right now. Much of western Kansas, part of central Kan- 
sas and spots in the Flint Hills are dried up, literally with very 
little prospects of feed. On the other hand, Mrs. George Crenshaw 
dropped a note the other day saying they had just received 5 
inches of rain that filled the ponds and boosted the feed a great 
deal.. They live south of Manhattan. Fred Willard north of 
Yates Center in eastern Kansas called on the phone last night 
(August 19) and said they had 2% inches of rain the night before 
and it looked like they would have a lot of feed for winter. I 
wonder when we will all have a good season again? Maybe after 
the Republican convention and both parties start campaigning 
hot and heavy again, it will create an atmospheric condition that 
will give us the kind of weather that we want all over the country. 
I would be in favor of the campaigns a little more then. 


As we go into the fall and winter sale season, let’s appraise 
our own herds a little. Consign only good, top quality animals to 
the consignment sales. Cull out some of your poorer animals or 
those that don’t produce as well as they should and replace them 
with some of the really good females that can be bought so reason- 


able at many of our sales during this time.

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We All Want Prosperity

tion of the sense of touch, sight, smell, taste or hearing are re- 
markably similar among all of us. What is painful to one is pain- 
ful to all, and what is pleasing to one is pleasing to all within sur- 
prisingly narrow ranges. 

We all want economic and material security, which is another 
way of saying that we want to have the where-with-all so that in 
the future we will survive. 

We want good health, attractive appearance, social prestige, and 
to live free, efficient, orderly lives. Last but not least, we want 
peace of mind, emotional tranquility, and spiritual security. 


Such a list of WANTS can be made as complete and accurate as 
one desires in any particular situation. Let us not endeavour to 
settle on all the details at this time, but instead, focus our atten- 
tion upon the fact that civilized people throughout the world have 
such WANTS, and that they NEED certain chemical materials and 
services to satisfy these WANTS. Early man’s desire to have his 
WANTS satisfied were the forces that drove him to learn to raise 
his own food, build houses, make clothing and secure the various 
other chemicals needed to keep his chemical processes, that is, his 
life going. They are the forces that continue to drive us today. We 
exist in a chemical environment, and the more we learn about it, 
the easier and more pleasant life becomes. 


It will help us immeasurably to solve many of our outstanding 
economic problems, if we clearly see that industries, businesses, 
trades and professions were developed for the ultimate purpose of 
producing, protecting, and destributing the chemical materials that 
people consume or ultilize to satisfy their WANTS. Looking at it 
from the other direction, the only reason and justification for the 
existence of businesses, including Agriculture, is to help satisfy 
consumer WANTS, remembering each of us is a consumer. This is 
WHY modern business men state without question that the con- 
sumer must be satisfied and analyze their business problems from 
this point of view. 


Our present farm product marketing problems become incredi- 
bly simple when we analyze them by starting with these consumer 
WANTS, and study the Materials and Services needed to satisfy 
them, tracing the problems from the consumer back through the 
channels of trade to the producers. Attempts to solve them start- 
ing at the farm have proven a miserable failure over the past 30 
years and will continue to. 


In working with production groups in helping them to analyze 
their marketing problems, I find this is probably the most difficult 
mental hurdle they have to surmound. It is a great revelation 
when they finally see that they as farmers, marketing coops, or 
processing plants are in reality servants of the consumer and exist 
in business only by the will of the consumers. This is why business 


men from the largest to the smallest cannot “write their own 
tickets” through monopoly or by legislative action. It doesn’t work 
over the long haul because industry, including agriculture, was 
made to serve consumers and not vice versa, and if we concentrate 
on being good, intelligent servants we will be richly rewarded. 

The materials that are employed directly to help satisfy con- 
sumer WANTS, that is, our individual WANTS, include for the 
most part 1. food that is, proteins, carbohydrates (starches and 
sugars), fats, vitamins and minerals 2. clothing, including bed 
clothing 3. shelter, including heat and light 4. medical and hy- 
gienical materials, pills and soap, so to say 5. inspirational and 
entertainment materials, plus air, sun, light, water and a good 
earth to stand upon. 

Let us call these the Fundamental Materials to distinguish them 
from the thousands of other materials (Secondary Materials) which 
are employed to 1. produce, gather, process and otherwise prepare 
the Fundamental Materials 2. protect them from destructive forces 
such as weather, insects, bacteria, predatory animals, thieves and 
invading armies. 3. distribute, transport or otherwise move them 
to the individuals who need them and 4, consume or utilize them 
to satisfy our wants. 

Many services (jobs or work) are required in producing, pro- 
tecting and distributing the Fundamental Materials. At each step 
of the way these materials and services should be considered with 
due regard to all pertinent aspects of 1. safety 2. quality 3. 
quantity 4. unit cost and 5. the morale of the individuals involved. 


These five points of consideration, in the order listed, are a 
powerful check list that can be universally applied with great ad- 
vantage to the systematic study of any farm operation, sales situa- 
tion, or material. They are often called the ABC’s of sound busi- 
ness operation and are well worth committing to memory. 


Safety must come first, for without it we who want to survive 
and be benefited might be destroyed. Materials and services must 
be of adequate quality and in sufficient quantity to meet the need. 
Quality always comes before quantity whereever a close decision is 
at hand. It is always better to have a little that will fill a need than 
a lot that won’t. After safety, quality and quantity are fully con- 
sidered, next comes unit cost. The cost per head, dozen, hour, mile, 
or whatever other unit in which the material or service is measured, 
must be within what we consumers can afford. This cost must ulti- 
mately be measured both in terms of money and in human effort 
needed to procure them on a self-sustaining basis. 


The morale of we individuals, our attitude and general accept- 
ance depends largely upon a clear understanding of all the aspects 
of safety, quality, quantity and unit cost of the materials and ser- 
vices we receive and what they will do to help satisfy our WANTS. 
In the long run they are dominant, but there are other factors that 
are extremely important including customs, habits and religious 
preferences. In many cases the latter three are established on the

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basis of repeated experiences involving some important aspect of 
the above four (safety, quality, quantity and unit cost). As the 
latter shifts in a direction towards a situation where more of the 
people’s rudimentary WANTS can be satisfied, it is remarkable 
how rapidly customs, habits and religious preferences are shifted, 
particularly in modern times. Often I have heard it said that people 
simply won’t accept a new thing or idea because of custom etc., but 
after all the benefits were fully taught and understood, reason and 
common sense won out. 

Secondary Materials suc has farm land, factories, freight trans- 
port facilities, money, weapons of defense and cooking utnesils are 
the “hammer and tongs” and contribute to our standard of living 
only in so far as they help produce, protect and distribute the 
Fundamental Materials. The services, that is, our jobs, trades and 
professions are the human effort, and in many cases, the sheer 
drudgery we are required to expand so we will in turn have Funda- 
mental Materials to consume or utilize. Our jobs do not constitute 
a standard of living. The work (jobs) we do is the necessary price 
we pay for our standard of living. 

To summarize briefly: 

A. We all have WANTS which stem from our chemical and 

spiritual nature. 

B. Fundamental Materials are needed to satisfy these WANTS. 

’. Services and Secondary Materials are required to produce, 

protect, and distribute the Fundamental Materials so we can 
consume or utilize them. 
These materials and services should be considered with due 
regard to safety, quality, quantity, unit cost and morale of 
the individuals involved. 

The above is a comprehensive breakdown of our WANTS and 
the materials and services needed to satisfy them. It pictures 
rather concisely the things that make up our standard of living 
revealing its basic simplicity and orderliness. This breakdown is 
worthy of many hours of study to see how our personal business 
problems fit into it. It is a powerful study tool that can help every 
business man, statesman, religious leader or scientist to orient his 
working and thinking along the road towards the abundant and 
stable prosperity which we have all been looking for. It applies 
particularly to the producers of protein, including cattle breeders. 

Each of us interested in the cattle business plays a dual economic 
role. On one hand we are producers and sellers of materials and 
as such we are business men. On the other hand we are users or 
consumers of materials and services. Our individual prosperity 
depends upon our business operations netting enough so we and our 
families can consume enough of the Fundamental Materials to 
satisfy our WANTS. Our businesses are a means to an end; the 
end being the matter of seeing to it that we and our families as 
consumers are well cared for. We would be happy as business men 
if at the end of a year we had made one dollar profit, if a dollar 
paid for the cost of food, fuel, clothes, doctor bills, sent the kids 
to school, added to the family savings and all the other things need- 


ed to satisfy our legitimate WANTS. We would be mighty unhappy 
with ten million dollars profit if it paid for only half of these. 

What I am trying to say is, that in the final analysis, we pros- 
per economically only in terms of the Fundamental Materials and 
Services we consume or utilize to satisfy our WANTS. This is 
simple and basic. Unfortunately it is miserably misunderstood and 
overlooked at times in the thick of the everyday economic battle. 
These oversights cause great groups of people to pull in the wrong 
direction much of the time. 

Let us check the list of Fundamental Materials and see how 
well we consumers are actually doing and discover for ourselves 
where the major road block, the super bottleneck lies in our efforts 
to gain a better standard of living. 

Let us start by considering the supply of inspirational materials 
such as Bibles and churches. You know your own and your com- 
munity situation better than anyone else, so you are the best judge. 
But I do know that at one time, for example, great nations boasted 
of possessing a single printed Bible or a heated church. Today we 
have tens of thousands of fine churches and tens of millions of 
Bibles. There are places where more and better churches and other 
inspirational materials are needed, but few indeed are we whose 
spirits starve for lack of inspiration because we cannot obtain a 
book of Scripture or find a place of worship. 

Entertainment materials such as base balls, fishing rods, tobac- 
co, musical instruments, theaters and TV sets are produced in such 
incredible abundance, many a man wishes he had time to enjoy 
what he already owns. For instance, my son Lary and I find we 
have gotten badly behind in our fishing and our equipment suffers 
for lack of proper exercise. 

All told, entertainment materials cost a lot in terms of money 
and productive effort. Few people anywhere truly suffer for lack 
of them. Their rate of production and distribution is certainly not 
the super bottleneck in Fundamental Material production. 

Medical materials today are a miracle and they will continue to 
be improved. Production facilities are being rapidly expanded 
around the world. Hygienical materials like soap, detergents, 
towels and lotions are available in tremendous abundance produced 
by a remarkably small percent of our total constructive effort. In 
these fields we are in. 


The clothing situation five or six generations ago was still a 
big stumbling block. Since then production of fiber has been rec- 
ognized as a chemical industry, and the bottlenecks were located 
and whipped. Science and engineering have really done miracles in 
mechanizing it. Today even India has clothing to export. A very 
few weeks of work will pay for enough substantial clothing to do 
a family for a year. 

Housing has advanced tremendously in the past half century. 
The modern home is a Utopian dream come true. Every one does 
not have such a home, but there are enough native materials on 
every continent to build highly satisfactory shelter if modern tech-

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nology is employed and more time and effort is devoted to it. 

Now we come to food, the area where you and I are most con- 
cerned. In the face of all we have heard about food surpluses our 
first impulse is to say we have more than enough. This would in- 
deed be a childish impulse and due to my agricultural background, 
I had difficulty overcoming it, and you may too. 

It is true there are more high energy foods (starches, sugars, 
fats and oils) being produced in the world than the human race can 
possibly eat if all of them were diverted to human consumption. 
Except in localized war torn or famine areas where everything is 
short, the curse of the poor man’s diet is too much starch and fat. 
An example of this was the reliefer’s diet back in the thirties. 

One year’s production of these high energy foods in the U. S, A. 
would fill our caloric needs for at least a few years if carefully 
husbanded. A tremendous tonnage of beef fat and other good an- 
imal fats and vegetable oils including those in the feed grains go 
to non-food uses. Only about 13% of our cereal grains are con- 
sumed directly by people consisting mostly of wheat, rye, rice. 
Only about 3% of the other grains are so used. Our grain bins 
bulge with surpluses rich in food calories. Even the so-called 
starving Orient will gladly ship edible oils half way around the 
world to compete in our American markets if we will let them. 
This all goes to show how well off we consumers are with regard 
to high energy foods. It is also a Utopian dream. 

In the past we have heard a great deal about vitamin and min- 
eral deficiencies. Chemistry has moved in effectively in these 
areas. Today enough supplements to wipe out the remaining short- 
ages would cost wholesale about a dollar per person per year total- 
ing 2 to 3 billion for the whole world. Vitamins and minerals are 
so cheap we feed them to livestock at very low cost. Japan and 
Germany, both in areas of food shortages, produce them so effi- 
ciently, I am told, it is difficult for American pharmeceutical 
houses to compete in the foreign markets. Here in the U. S, A., for 
example, a year’s supply of vitamin A for a man costs wholesale 
only about 20 cents. 

When we consider protein, we find an entirely different situa- 
tion. It takes over 100 grams of protein per person per day of 
proper nutritive quality to satisfy the protein hunger and feed an 
average person well, If my interpretation of the U. N. statistics 
are correct, the world averages about 66 grams per capita per day, 
much of which is not of adequate nutritive quality. The world is 
about 35 grams of protein per capita per day short which is equal 
to about 6 ounces of cooked beef. It would take about 40 more U. S. 
Seef industries to supply it. 

The world protein shortage totals about 30 to 40 million tons 
per year of such nutritive quality as to properly supplement the 
native diets. Three tons are needed where there are only two today. 

Of this shortage an estimated 1.3 million tons are in the U. S. A. 
It is equivalent to 1% times the beef protein now being consumed. 
This is the big market beef men have been looking for. The im- 
portant research on how to capture it is done, bought, and paid for. 
This information resides in the minds, notes and publications of 
practical fellows, most of whom I know well. They are dedicated to 
teaching it to all who are interested and concerned. The solution of 
this food protein problem is by all odds the key scientific and busi- 


ness opportunity of our day. 

Educating and informing the consumers to the simple up-to-the- 
minute facts on protein must be the ultimate goal of all who want 
to sell more of it at stable prices. There are 165 million consumers 
in the U. S, A. and 2.6 billion in the world—all built of protein. 
Most of them are both ignorant of the facts about it and deficient 
in it. In spite of their number and abysmal ignorance of protein, 
the necessary teaching — selling job can be accomplished rather 
easily through a well organized effort. People naturally grab every 
opportunity to live a little longer and better. We all WANT to 
survive. This rudementary WANT makes our teaching job much 
easier. 

At this stage of the game we should concentrate on fully in- 
forming the key leadership of industry including Agriculture, of 
government, of science and eduation and of our great religious 
groups and civic organizations. We should teach them how and 
WHY the protein problem effects them and their goals and how its 
solution can benefit them and the peopie they lead. We beef men 
need their teaching help and they need our beef protein. 

This protein problem is the hard core of most of today’s baffling 
problems that hinge upon the basic economic status of the world’s 
population. I have found most of our economists are as ignorant 
of it as I was back in my ranching days. I have also found that 
ranchers and farmers generally have the type of practical educa- 
tion and experience that best fits them to grasp the protein prob- 
lem and the opportunities it presents. 

They are certainly better qualified than many who expound 
economic theory backed by a narrow, ill-balanced education coupled 
with little practical business experience and even less actual ac- 
quaintance with feeding protein and observing living things grow 
and reproduce. Sounder, broader, more thorough education is need- 
ed to pull economic thinking together so we can all pull together 
on the same team. 

We must teach the simple concrete facts about protein. Show 
that it is the most down-to-earth material in the world and get it 
out of the realm of “intangibles.” We should avoid “selling” the 
“protein idea” or the “protein approach”. Protein is not an “idea” 
nor an “approach”. It is good solid material sold only at wholesale 
and retail for good hard cash. The protein fadists, enthusiasts 
and crusaders have in the past done more damage than good. The 
man who lets himself merely be “sold” or “fired-up” on things of 
grave fundamental importance can usually be “unsold” or “quench- 
ed” easily and often at the most in-opportune time. But if a sensi- 
ble intelligent man learns new facts which he can prove to himself 
through experiment or practical experience, they become a perma- 
nent part of his store of useful knowledge and he will teach and 
use them to his advantage. 

Very frankly, gentlemen, this is one of the main reasons for 
addressing these articles to you, the Angus Breeders, and why I 
have prepared them with a good deal of care. Like any old ranch 
hand, I find it a lot easier to sit on the top rail of a pole corral 
and visit about the protein problem than to sit at a desk and write 
about it. 

There is just one thing that keeps me at it. When every con- 
sumer, and that includes all of us, is taught what he should know 
about protein including all its benefits to him, he will buckle down

We know how to produce more protein, but we need to teach 
wholesalers, and retailers how to more effectively distribute it. 
This is the key to greater prosperity for us all. Sound consumer 
education is needed to turn it to everyone’s advantage. 

Next month I would like to tell you about two branches of 
science that have a great deal to do with this, which were missed in 
our general academic and business development. So, until then let 
us do what we can to teach protein and see how we can help our 
packer, wholesaler and retailer friends with a few new ideas that 
will help them become the better protein salesmen Angus Breeders 
need.

Carbohydrates and Protein or Only Carbohydrates, 
As the Climatic Soil Pattern Provides. 


The cow’s wide adaptability to many kinds of roughages, be- 
cause she is a ruminant, serves her well, provided she is permitted 
to range and select her grazing according to the fertility of the soil 
growing it over extensive land areas. On the contrary those natural 
assets for offsetting deficiencies in her feed cannot come into play 
in her confinement by fence or stanchion. We need to see the for- 
ages she takes in terms of their balance of carbohydrates and pro- 


tein (and all else) since those compounds within the crops fluctuate 
in their ratios according to the variation in the ratios of the nu- 
trient elements within the soil supporting the plant’s synthesis of 
them. 

We have long emphasized high calcium in the soil for growing 
more protein in the crops, especially legumes, on the humid soils 
of the Eastern United States. We are now also connecting magne- 
sium, phoshorusg and nitrogen with the plant’s processes delivering 
this organic body-building essential, so commonly deficient in the 
ration. Then, too, we have emphasized potassium and even phos- 
phorus as treatments for many soils for producing and mobilizing 
the carbohydrates. All this suggests the interconnections of the 
soil-borne elements in these two processes making proteins and 
carbohydrates and the many other processes for growing nutritious 
grass, or other good feed crops for the cow. More of the soil fer- 
tility, both in amount and variety, must be active when plants 
produce both carbohydrates and proteins than when they grow 
mainly carbohydrates. It is a natural law that crop yields as bulk 
are not necessarily pushed higher when there is more protein in 
relation to the carbohydrates. There is not necessarily an increase 
in quantity because of an increase in quality or protein as nutrition. 

According to the climatic development of the soil in the United 
States, the increasing rainfall (by traverse from West to East) up 
to about 30 inches gives increasing soil construction for growing 
protein-rich crops marking out the cattle-growing area. This is 
illustrated by the Dark Brown and Chernozem soils in the United 
States. It is illustrated also in Canada, Argentine, South Africa, 
the U.S.S.R. and in other similar climatic settings by the soils on 
which beef production is the common use of the land. The drier 
areas giving only a slight degree of soil development are not the 
equal in this respect of the areas with a moderate degree of soil 
development near 30 inches of well-distributed annual rainfall rep- 
resented by the Chernozem soils in moderate temperatures. Under 
rainfalls higher than this figure, the high degree of soil develop- 
ment is soil destruction so far as protein-producing crops can be 
the natural vegetation. Instead, there are crops of higher vegeta- 
tive yields of higher carbohydrate but of lower concentrations of 
protein. Also there are the problems of the protein and “mineral” 
supplements to the normal forage crops if beef cattle are to be 
grown, or even if to be fattened. 

The problems of insufficient proteins and “minerals” in the 
cattle feed are regularly problems on the soils of slight and high 
degrees of soil development. These soils supply too little “mineral” 
fertility (inorganic or “ash” elements), or such too poorly balanced 
as a plant diet to grow vegetative bulk creating enough proteins 
to balance the carboyhydrates as a respectable cattle ration. Soils 
under either these low or high rainfalls represent problem areas 
in terms of fertility for growing naturally balanced rations for 
healthy animals. It is the soils of moderate degree of development 
which provide the protein-producing vegetation for healthy cattle. 
This is true the world over. Soils developed under rainfalls high 
enough and distributed regularly enough to keep crops growing 
throughout the season, have had some of the essential nutrients 
leached out (assuming they ever were there) to such a high degree 
that those remaining are not a balanced diet for plant species con- 
verting enough of their carbohydrates into proteins to meet the 
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feed requirements for growing healthy cows. Such are considered 
“acid” soils with increasing degrees of acidity (lower figures for 
pH) according as they are more highly developed under higher 
rainfalls. 
Chemical Studies of the Forages and Soil 
Reinforce Nature’s Pattern for Protein Production. 


The chemical compositions of herbages taken commonly as feed 
by animals were studied according as they were grown (a) on Soils 
of the West with but slight degree of soil development (38 species) ; 
(b) on soils of the Mid-continent and a moderate degree (31 
species); and (c) on soils of the East and Southeast illustrating a 
high degree of soil development (21 species), Their concentrations 
of calcium, associated with the protein production by these crops, 
decreased rapidly as percentages in the dry matter in following 
through the soil series in the above order of increasing degree of 
soil development. Their concentrations of potassium, associated 
with the carbohydrate production by the crops decreased also, but 
at a much lower rate than that of the calcium. There was then a 
wide calcium-potassium ratio in the composition of forages grown 
on soils of slight degree of development. This ratio became narrow- 
er as the degree of soil development went higher and higher with 
the increasing rainfall. 

The data from these studies are assembled with graphic rep- 
resentation in Figure 1-III. In going from “slight,” to “moderate,” 
to “high” in degrees of soil development, the percentages of calcium 
oxide in the dry forage shown in the graph give the following 
values: 1.92, 1.17 and .28 respectively or in an almost straight line. 
The percentages of potassium oxide on its graph were 2.44, 2.08 and 
1.27 respectively. Those for phosphorus oxide decreased at a rate 
much like that for potassium with the values 0.78, 1.69 and 0.42 
respectively. 

The graph or line for the decrease of the calcium oxide in the 
forage feeds on going to the higher rainfalls which represent more 
crop yields as tonnage but less of this element per mouthful for 
bone-building and for all the other functions in health connected 
with lime, goes down at an angle of 27 degrees from the horizon- 
tal. The angle of the curve for potassium decrease with more devel- 
opment of the soil under more rainfall is 17 degrees. The angle of 
decline for phosphorus in the forages under the same climatic shift 
is but 6 degrees from the horizontal. 

If we should set the concentrations of each of these three soil 
borne essential elements in the forages at unity, or one, for their 
growths on the soils of high degree of development, then the other 
values in relation thereto as plotted in Figure 2-III show that the 
line for the calcium oxide declines at an angle of 25 degrees, while 
the angles of decline for both the potassium and phosphorus oxides 
are the same and at the value of but 5 degrees. 

Here then in these shifts in degrees of development of the soils 
growing the plants, there is a shift from a wide calcium-potassium 
ratio to a narrow one in the chemical composition of the forages. 
There is also a duplicate shift in the calcium-phosphorus ratio, (a) 
as there is more yield of bulk in general, (b) as there is a decrease 


in the protein concentration and an increase in the carbohydrate of 
the feed, and (c) as there is a higher degree of the soil develop- 
ment. Thus, the more rainfall, to which more abundant tonnage 
yield is ascribed, is making more carbohydrate. This is readily 
piled up by photosynthesis using mainly air, water and sunshine. 
But that higher rainfall is making less protein because it has given 
depleted soil fertility (more soil acidity) determining the crop com- 
position via the soil and not via the rainfall alone. 

That the soil under the increasing rainfall represents similar 
downward shifts in its active or exchangeable nutrients with higher 
rainfall, and thereby higher degrees of soil development, has been 
demonstrated by using increasing amounts of sulfur, oxidizing in 
the soil, to give more sulfuric acid as one might use increasing 
amounts of organic matter oxidizing there to give increasing 
amounts of carbonic acid. As the soil had more sulfur to make it 
more highly developed (shown by the decreasing pH values, Figure 
3-111) the calcium was leached out under constant rainfall much 
more rapidly than was the potassium. Here, then, the narrowing 
ratio of calcium to potassium and to others of the exchangeable 
nutrients in the soil is the reason for the corresponding shifts in the 
ratios of those same elements in the forages. The degree of the 
soil development sets the fertility pattern of elements either in 
balance, or out of balance, for crop composition of proteins as well 
as carbohydrates. The forages then set the pattern of their com- 
position according to the pattern as the soil fertility demands it. 

Consequently, as either Nature develops the soil more highly 
and thereby depletes the fertility more, or as we cultivate the soil 
and remove more of it, there is less of the proteins produced by the 
forage. That may even give larger tonnage yields of it with cer- 
tain higher, degrees of soil depletion. Therein lies the dangerous 
deception for animal health in looking to soil areas of much rain 
and much crop. Where rainfall has always been enough to produce 
much forage, there the virgin soil was probably growing forests or 
a crop of wood, Put under cultivation without heavy fertilization 
for large forage yields such soils usually mean protein deficiencies 
as feed for healthy cows. Such soils grow good yields of car- 
bohydrate crops for fattening the older animals, provided they are 
grown with good health and its physiological reserve on some other 
soils, That simple fact promotes the movement of cattle Eastward 
from the West in the United States (also in Argentine) for the fat- 
tening of them. That is also a movement to the markets. In this 
latter movement, the economic thinking smothers out the great 
biological fact that the movement to the soils serving mainly in 
fattening for the animal is moving it, and the species as a whole, 
to a lower level of health. 

The constant aim at higher crop yields per acre, and the intro- 
duction of exotic plant species solely for that purpose, permit the 
decline in both soil fertility and nutritional quality of the crops to 
go on without our concern about them. It is because of that con- 
fusion that we have not recognized the great ecological fact that 
animals in their nutrition, their health, and their reproduction de- 
pend on the higher fertility levels of the soils according as the 
climates have built such in proper balance.

I have expressed my views on most of 
the subjects I have been recently requested 
to discuss and I shall probably do more of 
it in the future, although I must confess 
that I do not like to write in a critical vein 
and I only do so when I urgently feel that 
it is my duty.

cobs by various experimental stations he 
decided to try ground corn cobs fortified 
with molasses. “I never did get around to 
putting the molasses on the cobs. The cattle 
took to the cobs the way they were.” 

A triple box load of ground cobs lasts 
about a week. The cobs are put into feed 
troughs, Usually the silage is hauled to the 
field and spread on the ground if the winter 
is open, “The cows always go for the cobs 
first, then go out in the field for the silage. 
They never reverse the process.” 

There are 320 acres in the farm occupied 
by Mr. Kramer. This year he is farming an 
additional 280 acres four miles north. Both 
farms are owned by Fred Kent, an Algona 
business man and Angus enthusiast. Two 
years ago dry weather in southern Iowa put 
on the market a herd of 156 registered cat- 
t'e.

No. 1 sire in the Kramer herd is a most 
impressive bull from the Rose and McCrea 
herd in Missouri, a son of Georgina R. & 
Me. He is assisted by another bull of Ei- 
leenmere breeding. 

So far no breeding cattle have been sold 
from the Kramer herd. Bulls are steered and 
along with the females that won’t make the 
team are fed out for market, Some 30 steers 
are on feed from the 1955 calf crop with the 
heaviest end over the 1,000 pound mark 
when the farm was visited in July. 

Alfred Kramer is well pleased with his 
combination of Angus cows and the legume 
rotation program on his fertile half section 
of top corn belt land. And through chopping 
for pasture and silage he believes he is get- 
ting maximum “mileage” from the rough- 
age available. 

Asked if a period of wet weather would 
hamper the daily cutting of feed for the 
cows his reply was that he had experienced 
up to a week of rainy weather without en- 
countering any mechanical trouble. “A good 
stand of sod will carry a lot of weight. But 
just don’t be in a hurry to feed that wet 
grass. Let it stand for a few hours.”

Too many prospective show cattle are hurt 
by lack of exercise, John Frenzel! has found. 
Daily handling and leading also makes for 
an animal with good manners in the show 
ring. Much time is also spent in getting the 
prospective show candidates to stop and 
stand correctly. 

About 30 cattle at a time is all that the 
Angus Mountain owner cares to handle with 
his crew of three helpers. “This business is 
a matter of individual attention to each an- 
imal—something you can’t do on a whole- 
sale basis.” 

An animal that is to be fitted for show or 
sale should be taken in hand at 3 to 4 
months of age, he says. And because of the 
cost involved it does not pay to work with 
just a fair prospect. He personally takes a 
look at prospects before they are brought 
to Angus Mountain, Rejections are not un- 
common. 

The Angus Mountain project started out 
with two young bulls—today it is 30 head 
of cattle—“with a future.” Last year 5 head 
were taken to the Atlantic Rural show 
where they won a first, 3 seconds and a 
third, At the Virginia Spotlight Show & 
Sale two Angus Mountain fitted cattle won 
2 firsts, junior champion and reserve grand 
champion female honors. One entry was 
taken to the Eastern National, placing sec- 
ond in the junior yearling class, losing to 
the bull that later became junior champion 
at the International. Shows this year in- 
clude the Futurity, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Maryland, Eastern States, Atlantic Rural,

compared with 168,961 in July of last year 
and the former July record of 211,496. 

It was also noted that the butchering of 
cattle for July set a new record for that 
month by a wide margin when inspected 
plants slaughtered 1,727,858 head. Mean- 
while, packers under federal inspection 
slaughtered 4,199,109 hogs, the smallest for 
any month since July of last year. 

One of the other factors that has con- 
tributed to a higher fat cattle market has 
been the lower production of hogs, dropping 
behind a year ago. However, despite this 
drop, the live hog market was only able to 
show a slight increase in price over the 
previous period, with meat-types failing to 
push past the $18.00 mark. 

With beef riding high as the leader in 
meat popularity, and a market existing for 
every pound of it currently being produced, 
cattle producers also continued in no way to 
show any inclination of reducing the na- 
tional herd. 

The 1956 calf crop report shows that 
43,272,000 calves will be dropped this year, 
which igs one per cent more than last year’s 
ealf crop. This is also the seventh year 
that the calf crop has surpassed the pre- 
vious year, indicating that cattle numbers 
are still on the upgrade. The number of 
calves to be produced on farms and ranches 
this year is nineteen per cent larger than 
the average of the past ten years. 

In the Corn Belt, however, calf production 
eased down just a bit from last year, while 
production in the Atlantic states, the South, 
the South Central and Western states all 
were running higher.

educational program on beef grading, and 
an explanation of the US slaughter grades. 


The program was handled by Dr. O. D. 
Butler of the Texas A & M animal hus- 
bandry department, assisted by several 
men from the LSU Extension service and 
animal husbandry department. 


Steers representative of each market 
grade were exhibited and the grade and 
type explained by Dr. Butler. These steers 
were numbered and then slaughtered, and 
their carcasses graded and explained at the 
Thursday afternoon session. In addition to 
the steers to be slaughtered, individual 
steers were shown to the group which prac- 
ticed grading and estimating carcass values 
under the direction of Dr. Butler. 


The group was conducted on a tour of the 
University pastures and experimental feed- 
ing projects including different types of 
silos and self feeding silos. They also saw 
the LSU show herd which will be exhibited 
extensively this fall. 


The most interesting part of the pro- 
gram was held on Thursday when Dr. But- 
ler broke the steer carcasses and showed 
the good and bad points of each, grading 
them into their respective US grades. The 
carcasses were ribbed down and in some 
cases divided into wholesale cuts. The rib 
eye was shown on each carcass, and a wide

Texas A & M Beef Short Course 
Gives Valuable Tips to Cattlemen 


by MILTON E, MILLER, Field Representative, 
American Angus Association 


Over 100 Texas beef producers register- 
ed for the annual Beef Cattle Short Course, 
held August 13 and 14 at the Memorial Stu- 
dent Center on the Texas A & M Campus, 
at College Station, Texas. Attendance has 
been larger in the past, but many ranchers 
and farmers are at home, faced with haul- 
ing water to livestock and for domestic use 
due to the continuing drought over most all 
sections of the state. 

The group was welcomed to A & M by 
Dr. J. C. Miller, head of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department, who also presided at 
the morning session on August 13. 

First speaker on the program was Dr. A. 
D. Weber, Dean and Director of Kansas 
State College, Manhattan. Dr. Weber key- 
noted the conference and launched it on a 
high plane in his discussion of the subject

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“Expanding Outlets for Beef.” He first 
pointed out that one can hear all extremes 
of advice from various sources, ranging 
from selling all your cattle due to the sur- 
plus of beef, to the necessity of irrigating 
all the arid areas of the country in the fu- 
ture to grow food crops for our expanding 
population and the ultimate utilization of 
algae for human food. 

He expressed the belief that the truth lies 
somewhere between these extremes—that 
expansion of beef consumption above the 
present 80-odd pounds per capita would take 
extra work on the part of all involved, and 
that to be successful we should base the 
promotion campaign on the fact that beef is 
good for people, for health, and general well 
being. Dr. Weber expressed the belief that 
production of beef would keep pace with 
the growing population but that we would 
have fluctuations in supply as before. 

The second speaker was W. C. Haase, 
Agricultural Research Department, Swift 
and Company, who brought the group up to 
date on the new methods of marketing beef. 
Mr. Haase pointed out that the modern 
housewife spends less than half the time in 
the kitchen than she did ten years ago, and 
that she wants more convenience, through 
packaged buying. She also likes eye-appeal 
and easy identification of the product she 
selects on the self service shelves, It is the 
housewife who sets the price on beef, and 
Mr. Haase pointed out that she can either 
vote you in or out of business by her selec- 
ticns at the retail counter. Mr. Haase show- 
ed slides picturing the preparation and 
packaging and the final cooking of Swift 
and Company’s new pre-packaged frozen 
beef which is now available to the housewife 
at limited retail outlets. 

The next topic on the agenda was “Con- 
sumer Preference in Beef’, discussed most 
expertly by Dr. R. E, Branson of Texas 
A & M Department of Agricultural Econo- 
mics. Dr. Branson reviewed the findings of 
the beef preference survey made by his de- 
partment in Houston in which 1,000 families 
were interviewed. He also summarized the 
surveys made in Phoenix and Denver. 

After a noon recess, John McHaney of 
the Texas Agricultural Extension Service 
showed slide graphs in connection with his 
interesting topic, “Economic Outlook with 
Reference to Cattle.” He pointed out that 
cattle prices are dependent on the general

economic condition of the country, the 
supply of cattle, and the demand for beef. 
He had a word of caution concerning the 
future economic condition of the country, 
and emphasized the greatly eased and ex- 
panded credit that is now responsible for 
the present high level of our economy. His 
graphs showed that the cattle producer has 
never made money to any extent except dur- 
ing a period of war or immediately follow- 
ing one. 

“How the Market for Beef is Set” was the 
next topic on the program and was handled 
very well by W. C, Haase, who had also 
been on the morning program, He again 
emphasized that the housewife, whether 
she knows it or not, sets the price of beef 
by her purchases of the available supply and 
her selection of cuts and grades. He also 
showed that we eat, in fact must eat, the 
current supply available within two weeks 
after it reaches the killing floor, as it is a 
perishable product, This causes fluctuations 
in the beef price from week to week as the 
supply and demand vary. He also pointed 
out that we are now eating about 82 pounds 
of beef per capita per year. If the supply 
increases we will eat more, but if it de- 
creases and prices are higher, we will eat

less. In other words the housewife will 
spend only a very definite part of her total 
income for beef, and this part has not varied 
much over the years. 

Texas work on the “Relationship of Con- 
formation to Cut-Out Values of Beef” was 
reviewed next by G. T. King of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry, and a table dis- 
tributed showing that conformation plays a 
very unimportant part in the percentage of 
rib, loin and round. Condition, however, 
seems to affect these measurements because 
the fat is layed on the less desirable cuts 
last. 

Members of the group were then conduct- 
ed on a tour of the new beef center at A & 
M where they saw and heard explained the 
various experiments now being conducted, 
and inspected the breeding herds. 

The entire group enjoyed a banquet that 
evening at which they were asked to rate 
the Swift frozen pot roast which was served. 


The second day of the course was started 
by Dr. L. N. Hazel of Iowa State College 
Department of Animal Husbandry who dis- 
cussed dwarfism in plain terms understand- 
able by all. 

Dr. Hazel expressed the view that dwarf- 
ism is hereditary and not a nutritional 
deficiency as some would like to believe. He 
said that the work with dwarfism and the 
snorter type in particular has progressed 
far enough to be proved a definitely herita- 
ble factor and that if it were dietary due to 
the general depletion of the soil we would 
observe it in wild life and all other forms of 
life taking their living from the same soil. 

Dr. Hazel believes the fact that dwarfism 
is inherited is a good thing as we can more 
easily eliminate it because of that fact. He 
points out that all animals with so-called 
dirty pedigrees are not carrier animals and 
conversely all so-called dirty pedigrees are 
not non-carriers, He believes that the pedi- 
gree stampedes by breeders and the scram- 
ble to get sires of so-called clean bloodlines 
go to too great extremes. He believes that 
there is something about the carrier animal 
that we have been selecting for and suspects 
that it may be early maturity, but is not 
sure of that. Dr. Hazel also brought the 
group up to date on the latest findings of 
the X-Ray technique and the newer method 
of placing the animal under stress and then 
taking a blood count on the white cells, He 
emphasized that there was a lot of work to 
be done on both methods before they could 
be called reliable, and we may have to rely 
on several tests to determine carriers. 

Research on dwarfism at Texas A & M 
was outlined by Dr. H. O. Kunkle of the 
Department of Biochemistry. He stated that 
they found no significant difference in blood 
pictures of dwarfs or carriers and in various 
other tests they were conducting. However, 
they still hope to find a means of testing to 
determine carrier animals. He also express- 
ed the view that dwarfism was hereditary 
and not nutritional, “Production Testing in

without personal bitterness or acrimony. He 
felt that scientists concerned with funda- 
mental research be given an opportunity to 
work on beef cattle breeding and improve- 
ment problems. 

“In the years ahead,” said Dr. Weber, “in 
part ... the impact of progeny and per- 
formance testing on the individual commer- 
cial herd among other things should result 
in better gaining cattle, and since the rate 
of gain tends to be correlated with economy 
of gain, more efficient production . . . test- 
ing should also result in higher percentage 
calf crops, greater lifetime production per 
cow, and increased profits.” 


“It is not inconceivable,” he continued, 
“that at some future date breed associations 
will have assumed responsibility for tech- 
nical direction and supervision of these pro- 
grams for their respective breeds. There is 
at least a possibility, it seems to me, that 
the associations may add highly trained 
technical scientists to their staffs.” 


The afternoon session was led off by Dr. 
R. E. Turk, substituting for C. M. Patter- 
son, discussing “Parasite and Disease Con- 
trol.” He kept his audience laughing during 
most of the talk with his dry wit, and gave 
them many good tips on the use of both 
new and old contro] measures for parasites 
and diseases.

Recently, my colleagues and I were hosts 
to the board and officers of the National 
Renderers Association. They and their wives 
are very wonderful people; and we thor- 
oughly enjoyed their three-day visit. In one 
of the lighter moments, we awarded each of 
them the degree of “Doctor of Unimal Sci- 
ence”. Every thoroughgoing animal hus- 
bandman will sense a familiar ring to the 
following wording, which was printed on 
each of these “sheep skins”: 


“The recipient of this degree is pledged 
to feed all unimals regularly, cheerfully, and 
with enjoyment—without regard to long 
hours and Sundays and holidays; to provide 
clean, dry bedding, despite the fact that a 
driving storm may make it necessary to re- 
peat the same operation the next day; to 
serve as nursemaid to newborn and sick un- 
imals, although it may mean loss of sleep 
and working with cold, numb fingers; and 
to remain calm and collected, although strik- 
ing the unimal or otherwise giving vent to 
feelings may at first appear warranted. 

The Doctor of Unimal Science is accord- 
ed the following privileges and obligations: 
(1) to accept the fact that your job comes 
first, with personal considerations second- 
ary; (2) to go to the office evenings, Satur- 
days, Sundays, and holidays; (3) to take 
your brief case home each evening, so as 
to review completely all worries and trou- 
bles of the day; (4) to never say no to a 
request; (5) to accept all invitations to 
meetings, banquets and committees; (6) to 
plan a conference for the meal hour—never 
eat a restful, relaxed meal; (7) to never go 
fishing—such fish cost too much; (8) to 
skip vacations—they are a waste of time; 
(9) to avoid golf, bowling, pool, cards, gar- 
dening, dancing, and other frivolous pur- 
suits; and (10) to carry the entire load 
yourself, rather than delegate responsibility 
to others.” 

The Age of Research 

Research is no longer a high-hat word 
that scares a lot of people. It is simply the 
“tomorrow” mind instead of the “yesterday” 
mind; it is that spirit which says if a thing 
works, it is already obsolete. Truly, there- 
fore, this is the Age of Research. This past 
month, a fitting symbol of the era was 
christened; the world’s first nuclear reactor 
devoted exclusively to industrial research 
went into operation at Illinois Institute of 
Technology’s famed Armour Research Foun- 
dation, in Chicago. 

The age of Research was ushered in with 
World War II, the most notable accomplish- 
ment of which was the developing and un- 


leashing of the atom bomb. Now we are in 
an atomic age, and all industry, big and lit- 
tle—including the livestock business—must 
be geared to it. 


Twenty years ago, many corporations 
treated scientific experimentation like an un- 
wanted stepchild, for it was too difficult to 
justify it before the stockholders. Today, re- 
search budgets are extolled with pride; they 
are a recognized mark of progress and a 
powerful attraction to new investors, And 
the race is on for newer and bigger labora- 
tories, and more scientists with which to 
staff them. Multimillion-dollar research 
laboratories pag _Tecently opened by Gen- 
eral Motors, U. S. Steel, General Electric, 
and Union Carbide and Carbon Corp.—to 
name only a few; and others are being blue- 
printed. 


Every school boy is taught that research 
is not an expense, but an investment—an 
investment that pays handsome dividends. 
Raymond Ewell, Director of the National 
Science Foundation, is authority for the 
statement that each $100 spent for research 
throughout the United States has earned 
back $2,000 to $5,000—a return of 20 to 50 
fold. Another noted authority has said that 
for every dollar that the USDA has expend- 
ed in research during its whole existence, 
we are getting back returns of $500 per 
year. 

Research has— 

. Boosted farm income by 10 billion dol- 

lars per year. 

. Increased crop production per acre 36 

per cent during the last three decades. 

. Increased animal units by 15 per cent 

and production of meat, milk, eggs, and 
wool per animal unit by 46 per cent 
during the past three decades.

Today, 400,000 people are engaged in re- 
search—65 per cent of them in industry, and 
we are spending at the rate of 4.5 billion 
dollars annually for research. To equip a 
modern research laboratory costs industry 
from $25 to $50 thousand dollars for every 
scientist employed; DuPont claims that it 
invests more than $40,000 for each tech- 
nically-trained research worker. It is also 
noteworthy that DuPont spent $27 million 
in developing nylon, and that, in 1955, this 
one company alone spent $66 milljon for re- 
search.

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About Disinfection and Whitewashing 

It may be that you are faced with a job 
of disinfecting or whitewashing sometime 
in the near future. In case you want to do 
the work yourself instead of hiring it done, 
you may be interested in reviewing the mat- 
ter a bit. 

You can start with a thorough cleaning 
job, sweeping down the walls and taking out 
any rotten boards, It may even be necessary 
to soak the floor overnight with water be- 
fore all dried filth can be removed. 

Once cleaned up, you can proceed with 
disinfection, with the choice of disinfectants 
largely dependent on the type of germs to 
be destroyed. For general purposes a cheap 
and satisfactory disinfectant can be made 
by adding a can of ordinary lye to each 15 
gallons of hot water. A long-handled brush 
should be used, and you'll do well to wear 
gloves and goggles to protect yourself 
against burns by this strong solution, Each 
15 gallons will be enough to disinfect 300 
square feet of floor space, Buildings should 
be allowed to dry out thoroughly before 
again being used by animals or poultry. 
This solution is the one recommended for 
disinfection against Bang’s disease. 

The USDA advises a stronger lye solution 
for disinfection against vesicular exanthema, 
with one can of lye being mixed with each 
five gallons of hot water. A still stronger 
solution is recommended for use against 
anthrax and blackleg, with five cans of lye 
being mixed with each 10 gallons of water. 
When truckbeds are being disinfected, they 
are allowed to soak in the solution for eight 
hours, and then are washed out with clear 
water before being used again. 5 

Lye should not be used for disinfection 
against tuberculosis, Instead, another gen- 
eral disinfectant is used that is made by 
adding one cup of USDA approved (stamped 
on can) cresylic disinfectant to each 2 gal- 
lons of water. A gallon of this solution is 
enough for each 20 square feet of floor 
space. A newer disinfectant called sodium 
orthophenylphenate is sometimes preferred 
because it doesn’t have the objectional odor 
of coal tar products. Disinfectants of this 
strength are commonly used against erysip- 
elas and shipping fever as well as tuber- 
culosis. 

You can buy whitewash mixtures that are 
completed by adding water, or you can make 
your own, An old formula runs like this: 

Slake 38 pounds of quicklime by placing it 
in a metal container, covering it with water, 
and throwing a cloth over the open top. Wa- 
ter is added at intervals until bubbling stops, 
with about 5 gallons of water being needed 
for slaking. The open metal container is 
advised because both gas and heat are gen- 
erated by the slaking. 

While the paste is still thick, it is strain- 
ed through window screen, and then mixed

Don Grant, livestock superintendent at 
the University of Connecticut, demonstrated 
a hydraulic trimming table. Nathan S. Hale, 
associate professor of animal industries at 
Connecticut, gave a demonstration of mar- 
ket classification and grading, following 
which breeders and producers practiced 
grading beef cattle. 


Dr. W. A, Cowan, head of the Department 
of Animal Industries, demonstrated and de- 
scribed the differentiation in grading and 
classification of performance test animals, 
selection of yearlings and the use of scales. 


The breeders also viewed the operation of 
a portable loading chute, a 200 ton bunker 
silo now in its fifth season as a self-feeder, 
and plastic covers to be used with bunker 
and trench silos.

pounds of table salt has been dissolved. This 
mix can be thinned more if desired by add- 
ing more water. The whitewash made from 
38 pounds of quicklime can be improved by: 

1. Adding 6 ounces of powdered alum dis- 
solved in hot water to keep the white- 
wash from rubbing off so easily. 

. Accomplishing the same result by add- 
ing an ounce of powdered glue to each 
gallon of whitewash. 

3. Adding a quart of molasses to make 
the lime more soluble so that deeper 
penetration of wood is permitted. 

. Dissolving a pound of bar soap in a 
gallon of hot water and adding to each 
five gallons of whitewash to give a 
glossy finish like paint. 

5. Adding a can of lye to 5% gallons of 
water and mixing with each 244 pounds 
of slaked lime will make a germ-killing 
whitewash. 

. Some of the newer insect killers can be 
mixed with whitewash according to 
manufacturer’s directions.

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The recent death of Dr. Milton P. Jarnagin at his 
home at Athens, Georgia, has taken one of the out- 
standing boosters and advocates of livestock in the 
southern states.

The following year he took his post at the 
University of Georgia.

Naturally, this Colorado herd is always 
on the lookout’ for customers for the pro- 
duce of their herd and when they have sold 
the customer the animal or animals he de- 
sires Haystack is by no means through with 
him. In the case of boys or girls in club 
work, either 4-H or FFA, when the young- 
ster buys a female at Haystack they are 
also given the service of any Haystack bull 
for so long as the youth is in club work and 
retains ownership of the female or females 
bought. All customers or, for that matter, 
any Angus breeder is welcome to the ser- 
vices of a public relations man who is in 
the employe of Haystack. His job is to give 
any aid the breeder so desires (within his 
ability to do so) and to acquaint other breed- 
ers with Haystack’s herd and services, Hay- 
stack was the first Western Angus ranch to 
give free delivery and first also to guaran- 
tee a live normal calf delivery to customers 
who bought bred heifers at the production 
sale. 


Let’s look back a bit, and get a little back- 
ground material about Haystack Angus 
Ranch, This spread is located only about 35 
miles north of Denver, in the foothills of 
the Colorado Rockies, nestled up close to 
those hills, The ranch at the present totals 
right at 800 acres, 600 acres of which is 
under irrigation. The ranch produces all of 
the pasture needed for the herd of more 
than 250 brood cows and also produces all 
of the hay and silage needed for wintering 
the entire herd. The grain needed for this 
herd is all bought at harvest time and one 
of the recent additions to the physical plant 
at Haystack has been the construction of 
four steel grain bins, capable of holding 200 
tons of grain. Enroute to the ranch at the 
moment is a completely new feed mill that 
will allow Haystack to grind and mix all of 
their own feed. 


At one of the recent western State Fairs 
we met Austin Moody after he had finished 
showing Haystack’s fine show herd to the 
top in all divisions and, as is usually the 
case, his conversation soon turned to the 


operation of the ranch. “We are always at- 
tempting to think of some new way in which 
to give our customers more for their money,” 
said Moody, “and I think we have hit on a 
good point for our next production sale on 
October 26.” “Each of the 50 females sell- 
ing will be delivered with a live, normal calf 
at side, providing the purchaser wishes us 
to do so. In the case of heifers selling open 
at the time of sale, it will be at the buyer’s 
option if he wants them bred to his choice 
of our herd bull battery. We will breed 
them, calve them out, and deliver the cow 
and calf to the buyer. We will, of course, 
need the appropriate amount of time—6 
months—in order to get them in calf, and 
the additional 283 days for the gestation 
period.” 

“In the case of females not in calf at sale 
time, continued Moody, we will breed them 
to the purchaser’s choice of our herd bulls. 
However, if the services of the bull request- 
ed is not available at the time, we reserve 
the right to substitute another bull after 
conferring with the purchaser.” 

“In any event, cattle purchased at the 
sale will be insured at no cost to the pur- 
chaser, this insurance being in effect until 
two weeks after the date of delivery to the 
buyer’s ranch or farm,” concluded Moody. 

Many folks who have read Haystack’s 
advertising or heard of their sale-topping 
purchases have arrived at the erroneous 
conclusion that the place is a great, fancy 
“show-place” type of ranch, Nothing orna- 
mental or useless is tolerated on this prac- 
tical ranch operation, but anything of prac- 
tical use or to improve the condition of the 
herd or Haystack’s services is quickly adopt- 
ed. A new show and sale barn was built this 
summer, the entire structure being in the 
form of a large letter “T”. The top of the 
“T” is a combination sale barn, and cow and 
calf barn measuring 50 feet by 80 feet. The 
other part of the “T” is a show barn that 
is 36 feet wide and 86 feet long, the entire 
shell of the structure as well as the fram- 
ing, being of steel.

LOW WORM INCIDENCE 
IN ILLINOIS CATTLE 

A spot check of cattle on 24 farms in east 
central Illinois shows that in general adult 
cattle in this area are not seriously infest- 
ed with stomach and intestinal worms, re- 
ports Dr. N. D. Levine of the University of 
Illinois College of Veterinary Medicine. 

Samples of droppings from 135 cattle 
were collected, and counts were made on the 
number of worm eggs per gram of drop- 
pings for each animal. A count of 300 eggs 
per gram was used as the level for border- 
line parasitism. Counts above that level 
would indicate infestation serious enough 
to require treatment. 

The average eggs per gram for classes of 
animals in the survey were 58 for 65 adult 
dairy cattle, 43 for 45 adult beef cattle, 162 
for eight dairy yearlings and 604 for 13 
beef yearlings. Six of the beef yearlings 
came from a single infested herd and boost- 
ed the average if that class. 

Egg counts of 300 or more were found in 
only six (5.5 percent) of all the individual 
adult cattle and in eight of the 21 yearlings. 

None of the 24 adult beef or dairy herds 
had average egg counts of 300 or more, in- 
dicating that none of the herds as a whole 
required worming. However, Dr. Levine 
notes that lightly infested adults may be 
sources of worms for young cattle grazing 
with them.
